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LITERATURE 
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The Land beyond the Forest: Facts, Figures, 
and Fancies from Transylvania. By E. 
Gerard. 2 vols. (Blackwood & Sons.) 

ProBaBiy no other country in Europe is so 

little known as Transylvania. Separated 

from the surrounding states by a “ formid- 
able rampart of snow-tipped mountains,” far 
from the beaten tracks of tourists, and with 
neither such means of locomotion nor such 
hospitable entertainment as travellers are 
accustomed to, the ‘‘ Land beyond the Forest’’ 
is likely for some time to come to be visited 
only by those whose duties lie within its 
frontiers. Fortunately for us Madame 

Gerard’s husband was lately ordered to take 

command of two Hussar regiments quartered 

at Hermanstadt and Kronstadt, and to this 
circumstance is due the interesting work 
under review. 

The isolation of the province constituted 
in Madame Gerard’s opinion—and most of 
her readers will agree with her—one of the 
chief charms of the district. The passage 
through the mountains which separate Hun- 
gary from Transylvania is like a step taken 
backwards over several centuries. Every 
condition of life becomes antedated, and 
**the old-world charm still lingers around and 
about many things. It is floating everywhere 
and anywhere—in the forests and on the moun- 
tains, in medizval churches and ruined watch- 
towers, in mysterious caverns and in ancient 
gold mines, in the songs of the people and the 
legends they tell.” 


But though every object has a uniformly 
antiquated appearance, the inhabiting races 
are curiously diverse. There are stolid 
Saxons, the descendants of the German 
colonists invited into the country by King 
Grisa II.; there are Hungarians, who may 
be regarded as the natives of the soil; there 
are Roumanians, the degenerate heirs of 
men who in the early centuries fought 
under the eagles of imperial Rome; there 
are gipsies, whose ethnic peculiarities are 
there to be seen in their fullest develop- 
ment; there are Jews—as where are there 
not?— and there are Armenians whose 
ancestors found refuge in Transylvania 


when driven by persecution from their 
homes in Moldavia in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. 

Propinquity has not, however, had the 


more than a conglomerate mass. Each 
holds aloof from the other, and inter- 
marriages being rare, the consequent alli- 
ances among members of each race have 
had a deteriorating effect upon the in- 
habitants generally. There is a marked 
want of enterprise among them, and their 
towns are alike dull and dispiriting. In 
Klausenburg the dulness is still further 
heightened by a street of empty houses, 
which, however, play an important social 
part in the life of the Unitarians in the 
principality. For, as Madame Gerard says, 
“a peculiar characteristic of Klausenburg 
are the Unitarian divorces, which bring many 
strangers on a flying visit to this town, where 
the conjugal knot is untied with such pleasing 
alacrity, and replaced at will by more congenial 
bonds. To obtain this end the divoreing party 
must be a citizen of Klausenburg, and prove 
his possession to house or land in the place. 
This, however, is by no means so complicated as 
it sounds, the difficulty being provided for by a 
row of miserable hovels chronically advertised 
for sale, and which for a nominal price are con- 
tinually passing from hand to hand. House- 
buying, divorce, and remarriage can therefore 
be easily accomplished within a space of three 
or four days—a very valuable arrangement for 
those to whom time is money. By this con- 
venient system, therefore, if you happen to have 
quarrelled with your first wife on a Sunday, you 
have only to take the train to Klausenburg on 
Monday, become Unitarian on Tuesday, buy a 
house on Wednesday, be divorced on Thursday, 
remarried on Friday, and on Saturday sell your 
house and turn your back on the place with the 
new-chosen partner of your life, and likewise 
the pleasant arriére-pensée that you can begin 
again da capo next week if so pleases you.” 
Architecturally, there is little of interest 
in Transylvania except in so far as the 
buildings illustrate the past disturbed his- 
tory of the principality. Fortified castles 
and embattled gateways tell of a time when 
the hand of every one was turned against his 
neighbour, and when it was necessary to 
make even churches safe against attack. 
“The words ‘church’ and ‘fortress’ used 
to be synonymous in Transylvania, so the 
places of worship might accurately have been 
described as churches militant. Each Saxon 
village church was surrounded by a row, some- 
times even a double or triple row, of fortified 
walls, which are mostly still extant. The re- 
mains of moat and drawbridge are also yet fre- 
quently to be seen. When threatened by an 
enemy, the people used to retire into these 
fortresses, often built on some rising piece of 
ground, taking with them their valuables as well 
as provisions for the contingency of a lengthy 
siege. From these heights the Saxons used to 
roll down heavy stones on to their assailants, 
sometimes with terrible effect ; but when they 
had in this way exhausted their missiles, the 
predicament was often a very precarious one. 
Some of these stones still survive, and may 
occasionally be seen—as within the fortress walls 
of the old ruined church which I have already 
mentioned as standing on a steep incline above 
the picturesque village of Michelsberg.” 
In these churches the village pastors 
preached to their flocks in times of peace, 
and marshalled them for defence when 
danger threatened. Being elected by the 








from the conventional footing on which clergy 
and laity stand with regard to each other in 
town life. Whereas in the city no congregation 
cares to see its spiritual head outside the church 
walls, and would resent as unpardonable intru- 
sion any attempt of his to penetrate the privacy 
of the domestic circle, the villager not only 
expects but insists on his pastor taking intimate 
part in his family life, and being ready to assist 
him with advice and admonition in every pos- 
sible contingency.” 

In marked contrast to this God-fearing race 
of men are the Roumanian clergy, whose 
position towards their flocks is like that 
of a Russian country priest. Though the 
influence of the Roumanian clergyman over 
‘his people is,” writes Madame Gerard, 
‘unlimited, it is in nowise dependent on his 
personal character. Unlike the Saxon pastor, 
it is quite superfluous for the popa to pre- 
sent in his person a model of the virtues he is 
in the habit of describing from the altar. He 
may, for his part, be drunken, dishonest, and 
profligate to his heart’s content, without there- 
by losing his prestige as spiritual head. Like 
the Indian Brahmins, his official character is 
absolutely intangible, and not to be shaken by 
any private misdemeanours ; and the Roumanian 
proverb which says, ‘face zice popa dar wnce 
face el’—that is to say, ‘doas the popa tells you, 
but do not act as he does ’—describes his atti- 
tude with perfect accuracy. Only the popa has 
the privilege of wearing a beard, as he alone is 
privileged to indulge in certain pet vices which 
it is his mission officially to condemn, and, like 
the virtue of charity, this beard may often be 
said literally to cover a very great multitude of 
sins.” 

The Saxons, who are the principal swine- 
herds of the principality, while the Rou- 
manians are the shepherds, are 
“decidedly an unlovely race. There is a want 
of flowing lines and curves, and a superfluity of 
angles about them, most distressing to a sensitive 
eye. The women may usually be described as 
having rather good hair, indifferent complexions, 
narrow shoulders, flat busts, and gigantic feet. 
cease The Saxon peasant is stiff without dignity, 
just as he is honest without being frank.” 

The education within their reach leads 
them only to the threshold of knowledge, 
and superstition flourishes among them un- 
checked by any scientific teaching. The 
primitive customs which are everywhere 
found among the backward races of man- 
kind have their counterparts among them, 
and every event in life is surrounded with 
rites and ceremonies which are common to 
the Basques in Spain, the peasants of Berry, 
and the less civilized races of Asia. One 
curious and unusual marriage custom men- 
tioned by Madame Gerard is shared in by 
the peasants of Berry. ‘‘ Sometimes,” says 
the author, 

‘*after the bride is invested in her matronly 
head-gear she, along with two other married 
women, is concealed behind a curtain or sheet, 
and the husband is made to guess which is his 
wife, all three trying to mislead him by gro- 
tesque gestures from beneath the sheet.” 

In ‘Promenades autour d’un Village’ 
George Sand states that under like circum- 
stances among the peasants of Berry

wilder and fiercer beliefs of the Wallack, 
and leads him to indulge his fancies in 
directions which injure no one, but which 
at the same time impart a picturesqueness 
to his otherwise prosaic life. In fact, if 
it were not for the old-world creeds of 
the different races Transylvania would be 
as unlovely as the outward forms of its 
Saxon inhabitants. The only sparkle of 
light which enlivens the social landscape 
comes from the gipsies, who are the same 
wandering, laughing, horse-dealing, fortune- 
telling people there as in all other parts of 
the world over which they roam. Madame 
Gerard, who is evidently an acute observer 
of human nature, paints them, in common 
with the other inhabitants of Transylvania, 
with zest. Her style of writing is clear, 
and free from serious affectation, if not from 
the unnecessary use of foreign words, and 
she is able to lend a certain charm to the 
strange and interesting facts which she has 
to tell of the ‘‘ Land beyond the Forest.” 








Great Writers.—Life of Sir Walter Scott. 
By Charles Duke Yonge. (Scott.) 


Dutyess is not always to be avoided by 
brevity. It may be thought well-nigh im- 
possible to write a brief yet tedious life of 
Sir Walter Scott. Mr. Yonge has, how- 
ever, succeeded in the task. He is a 
true and sincere admirer of the author of 
‘Waverley’; but he has almost a stammer- 
ing pen, his periods are often long, flat, and 
involved, and, dealing with the most anec- 
dotical of men of genius, he has no eye for 
anecdotes. To one who knows Lockhart, 
Mr. Yonge’s habit of coasting by a good 
story or a pathetic incident without telling 
it is almost distressing. He adds nothing 
to our knowledge. If he has used Gillies, 
and Hogg, and Washington Irving, or 
looked into Mr. Craig Brown’s ‘ History 
of Selkirkshire,’ his research has been to 
little purpose. He is not even accurate. 

We offer one or two samples of Mr. 
Yonge’s style, not at its best :— 

‘* Indeed, at all the neighbouring villages, a 
regular mart had been established for the sale 
of such articles, and he was able to enrich his 
museum at Abbotsford with cuirasses, caps of 
the Imperial Guard decorated with the Imperial 
Eagle, Crosses of the Legion of Honour, and, 
more curious still, with a MS. collection of 
French songs, found in the pocket of a French 
officer who had fallen, among which was that 
now so widely known as ‘ Partant pour la Syrie,’ 
which caught his fancy so much that he clothed 
it in an English dress, and, 

It was Dunois, the young and brave, 
was presently sung in many a Scotch and 
English drawing-room, and applauded by com- 
panies ignorant of the history of its discovery.” 
Again :— 

‘*To a generation that had been thus fed on 
Hayley, Rogers, and ‘Laura Matilda,’ the 
manly vigour and unflagging vivacity of the 
‘Lay’ must have seemed like a resurrection of 
the Muse from the dead, the more so as every 
canto showed that energy and fire were not in- 
compatible with the most exquisite tenderness 
and delicacy, though the former may be supposed 
to have been the qualities at which, in this 
instance, Scott principally aimed, since the 
poem was avowedly, to some extent, an imitation 
of the spirit of the ‘old ballad or metrical 
romance’; and since, in his introduction to the 
Border Minstrelsy, he had enumerated ‘rude 
energy,’ mingled at times with ‘ natural pathos,’ 
as the special characteristics of that poetry, in 





which he at the same time warned his readers 
not to look for ‘refined sentiments,’ still less for 
‘elegant expression.’” 

Of Mr. Yonge’s critical powers a few 
examples may suffice :— 

“Cowper, indeed, and  Crabbe...... and 
Southey, and Wordsworth, may not be classed 
with the poetasters of the Della Cruscan School, 
who would probably have willingly adopted the 
boast which the author of the Baviad put into 
their mouths— 


We want our sire’s strength, but we atone 
For that and more by sweetness all our own— 


though a vigorous criticism can find as little of 
real sweetness as of strength in their lucubra- 
tions.” 

Here “their” probably is intended for 
the Della Cruscans. Of the metre of 
the ‘Lay,’ Mr. Yonge says Milton had 
adopted it in his ‘L’Allegro’ and ‘II Pen- 
seroso.’ In talking of ‘Redgauntlet’ he 
only alludes in passing to ‘‘ Wandering 
Willie’s anecdotes,” as if ‘‘ Wandering 
Willie’s story’? were not the masterpiece 
among the masterpieces of Sir Walter. 

As to his accuracy, Mr. Yonge may be 
excused for thinking that the profession of 
a Writer to the Signet ‘‘ corresponds to that 
of attorney or solicitor in England.” It 
only does so with a difference. Who or 
what is ‘‘ their dame” around whose fireside 
the High School boys heard the gyte tell 
stories? Surely Scott was thirteen, not 
twelve, when he went to college in Edin- 
burgh. He speaks of ‘the appetite of 
thirteen’? as being his when he was at 
Kelso in the previous vacation. His infancy 
at Smailholme is not alluded to in passing. 
There is nothing in the note-book of 1792 
about the Border war horn. The Liddes- 
dale raids are scarcely noticed at all. Did 
Scott know the Lettish language? He 
highly valued a set of ballads in that tongue, 
very rare, and printed by the priest who 
collected them. Mr. Yonge may be forgiven 
for not elucidating this point when he 
speaks of Scott’s studies in modern lan- 
guages. His connexion with Ballantyne 
is hardly explained, as the Kelso period is 
omitted. We should scarcely have called 
Miss Charpentier ‘‘ an English lady,” even 
if her father, Jean Charpentier, a Royalist 
of Lyons, was of English extraction (Lock- 
hart, i. 367). Mr. Yonge tells us that Sir 
Henry Englefield read the ‘Lay’ thrice, 
but not when or how—a capital story. Is 
there any scandal about Miss Lydia White 
that Mr. Yonge should doubt (pp. 46, 47), 
as he appears to do, whether she should be 
ranked as a ‘‘lovely girl” or a ‘ gaping 
matron”? When telling his readers how 
rapidly ‘Guy Mannering’ was written, Mr. 
Yonge might have given the reason for the 
hurry. We miss two facts in Scott’s history— 
he was never really quite out of pecuniary 
trouble, nor quite out of dread of a Jacquerie. 
These things haunt him in Lockhart, not so 
evidentlyin Mr. Yonge. Mr. Yonge can speak 
of Sir Walter’s “cross-examination as to 
his military service” by the Czar, and omit 
his answer. He calls the Bannatyne Club 
“the Ballantyne Club.” The work on 
the Knights of Malta, which Scott not 
only outlined, but more or less wrote, in the 
last months of his life, was a novel. Mr. 
Yonge calls ita poem. The MS., happily, 
is beyond all risk of publication. The pathos 
almost disappears from the meagre pages on 
Scott’s end. 





These may be trifling matters; the real 
defect of the book is lack of spirit and lack 
of interest. We doubt if it will ever send 
its purchasers to Lockhart. But Mr. Ander- 
son’s bibliography is much more than worth 
the price of the tame, yet well-meaning 
sketch it accompanies. The best point, we 
think, in Mr. Yonge’s own labours is his 
warm-hearted defence of Sir Walter against 
Carlyle and Jeffrey. We need not ask what 
he would think of the monstrous hypothesis 
that Sir Walter had some more or less guilty 
knowledge of the Blackwood article on Keats. 
Mr. Yonge’s heart is in the right place; but 
he cannot be congratulated on his research 
or on his power of setting the gems of 
Lockhart in his narrow casket. Mr. Yonge 
leaves out so much that he who shall only 
know Scott’s life from this essay will miss 
many of the circumstances that chiefly 
modified his genius and controlled his career. 








The Forest of Essex. 
(Butterworths. ) 


Ir ie to a prolonged course of litigation that 
we owe this learned monograph. Mr. Fisher 
was originally called upon to advise the 
Corporation of London in its beneficent 
efforts to preserve for the public the remain- 
ing portions of the forest of Essex. The 
researches necessitated for the purpose have 
been utilized in this volume, and the addi- 
tional study of the subject to which he has 
since devoted himself has enabled the author 
to produce a work of exceptional interest 
and value. 

The gradual obsolescence of our forest 
law and the steady progress of disafforesta- 
tion have resulted in considerable neglect 
of this branch of historical research. The 
general historian has gone to Manwood and 
the forest charters; he has not been able 
to study in practice the working of that 
imperium in imperio which forest courts, 
forest laws, and forest custom long preserved 
in our midst. Consequently a careful and 
detailed investigation of the history of a 
royal forest was much to be desired, and 
this the author has successfully accom- 
plished. 

The history of the forest of Essex as here 
traced is a tale of incessant struggle between 
the Crown and its subjects. Broadly speak- 
ing, the true forest was that which lay in 
the south-west portion of the county, and 
which was properly known as Waltham 
Forest. Of this district Epping Forest is 
the now surviving portion. But the efforts 
of the Crown were continually directed to 
the afforestation of as much of the rest of 
the county as possible. To what extent the 
forest existed, as such, before the Conquest 
there is no evidence to show, for the rhym- 
ing charter to ‘‘ Randolphe Peperking ”’ is, 
of course, a glaring imposture. Mr. Fisher 
has a theory that it may have been composed 
about the middle of the thirteenth century, 
and may really enskrine some forest tradi- 
tion. From the evidence, quantum valeat, of 
the formal perambulations of the forest, the 
aggressions of the Crown did not begin till 
after the accession of Henry II. But in 
1228 Henry III. (or his ministers) raised 
an ingenious and instructive quibble, which 
Mr. Fisher denounces as an “ audacious 
act,” though it might, one would think, com- 
mend itself to the subtlety of a legal mind.

But let us first be clear as to the facts, 

which Mr. Fisher is not. He tells us that 
“shortly after” the Great Charter (1215) 
‘¢the famous instrument called the Charter of 
the Forest was granted by Henry III. in con- 
sideration of 1-15th of all the moveables of the 
whole kingdom of England...... In accordance 
with this charter, perambulations were ordered 
to be made before March, 1224-5, as is shown 
by a document issued by the king in that month. 
senses The language is somewhat obscure, but the 
reference is probably to an intended further 
perambulation, which was actually ordered by 
a writ dated 9th May, 1225.” 
Two episodes, two charters, two peram- 
bulations are here confused. ‘‘ The famous 
instrument” was granted November 6th, 
1217. The consequent perambulations were 
authorized by a writ of July 24th, 1218. It 
was seven years afterwards (1225) that the 
charter was regranted in consideration of 
the fifteenth of all movables demanded in 
the winter of 1224-5. The fresh perambu- 
lation thus necessitated was to be effected 
by knights chosen ‘‘ ad mensem post Pascha’’ 
(M. Paris, iii. 92); but so late as the 8th 
of August the king was still postponing the 
perambulation of the forest of Essex. On 
the 13th of August, however, it was autho- 
rized, and the disafforestation effected was 
productive of general joy (bid. iii. 94). 
The chronicler’s statement is well confirmed 
in the case of the forest of Essex by the 
facts as discovered by Mr. Fisher, whose 
admirable coloured maps enable us to follow 
the struggle. The baffled king attempted, 
as we are told by M. Paris, to repudiate the 
charter altogether a year or two later, but 
in August, 1227, was compelled to submit. 

It is at this point that we lose the guidance 
of M. Paris, and are indebted to Mr. Fisher’s 
evidence for a real accession of knowledge. 
‘The snares of legal chicanery,” to quote 
an expression of Dr. Stubbs, were boldly 
employed, and by a writ of the 24th of 
April, 1228, it was claimed for the Crown 
that the word ‘“afforestaverit’’ in the 
charter did not apply to those districts which 

had been merely reafforested by Henry II., 
but to those which he had afforested for the 
first time. The previous perambulations, 
therefore, were declared inept, and the 
knights were directed to find that all Essex 
was ‘within forest’’ except the Hundred 
of Tendring, which, the Crown admitted, 
Henry II. had been the first to afforest. 
A final perambulation was accordingly held, 
and the finding of the knights was an exact 
echo of the terms of the royal writ. 

We look on this new incident as one of 
far-reaching interest, and as affording a clue 
to the process of afforestation. We believe 
that the Crown lawyers were right in their 
facts, and that Henry II. had merely in this, 
as in so many other matters, followed in his 
grandfather’s footsteps, and that it was 
Henry I. himself who afforested the bulk 
of the county. An analysis of the Pipe Roll 
of 1130 strongly confirms this view. 

M. Paris complains bitterly of the extor- 
tions of Robert Passelewe in his forest eyre 
of 1244-5. It is interesting to find that he 
visited Essex and deposed the hereditary 
steward of the forest, who was, however, 
restored in 1252 on payment as usual of a 
heavy fine. As Mr. Fisher has not dis- 
covered the date of this ster, we may mention 


Except for their recognition of a partial 
disafforestation by John in 1204, the pre- 
sentments at the eyres of 1277 and 1292 
repeat the finding of 1228. It was not till 
the great perambulation of May, 1300 
(oddly assigned by Mr. Fisher throughout 
to 1301), consequent on the final confirma- 
tion of the charters in the previous March, 
that the work of 1228 was undone, and the 
status quo ante triumphantly restored. Thus 
is a uew page added to English history. 

The scene then shifts to the reign of 
Charles I., when the Crown lawyers charac- 
teristically produced the presentments re- 
ferred to above, and extorted from the Forest 
Court a presentment to the same effect 
(April 8th, 1635). It was viewed by the 
county, in the words of D’Ewes, as “‘ a most 
heavy and fatal blow”; but we think Mr. 
Fisher has been misled by Ranke when he 
estimates the consequent extortions in Essex 
at 300,0007. At length, in 1641 (not, as 
Mr. Fisher gives it, 1640), a remedial Act 
was passed; the usual perambulation fol- 
lowed, and once more the original limits 
were virtually restored. 

We have left ourselves no space to treat 
of the various points connected with the 
forest which are learnedly dealt with in this 
volume, but attention may be directed to 
Mr. Fisher’s observations on the Forest 
Charter of ‘‘ John”’ and the Forest Laws of 
‘‘Canute”’; to his valuable and suggestive 
chapter on wood rights, pasture rights, and 
pannage ; and to his contention that we have 
in them forest rights common to a group of 
vills and pointing to an organization older 
than the forest laws. He has certainly suc- 
ceeded in producing a book which must 
remain a standard work on the subject of 
which it treats. 








A Century of Ballads. Collected, edited, and 
illustrated in Facsimile of the Originals 
by John Ashton. (Stock.) 

Tue members of the Ballad Society, for 
whom Mr. Ebsworth has worked year after 
year most cheerfully and zealously, are not 
a numerous body. It is not given to every- 
body to share Mr. Ebsworth’s enthusiasm 
for Roxburghe and Bagford ballads. His 
monumental volumes will always be prized 
by curious students; but there was dis- 
tinctly room for a good anthology of popular 
broadsides. Mr. Ashton’s ‘Century of 
Ballads’ is well edited, and printed in 
handsome form. The ballads have been 
chosen with discrimination, the editorial 
commentary is both interesting and valuable, 
and the quaint woodcuts are excellently 
reproduced in facsimile. 

A general introduction on the subject of 
ballad literature is prefixed, and we are 
then provided with a group of “Social 
Ballads.” First on the list is Martin 
Parker’s ‘Time’s Alteration’ (‘‘ When this 
old cap was new, ’tis since two hundred 
yeere”’), a lament for the decay of honesty 
and good manners. One of the tenderest 
and sweetest of old ballads is ‘The Bride’s 
Good-morrow,’ which here finds a place 
between ‘The Good Wife’s Forecast; or, 
the Kind and Loving Mother’s Counsel to 
her Daughter after Marriage,’ and ‘The 
Easter Wedding.’ ‘Down-right Dick of

the West’ describes how a plain honest 
ploughman from the West Country, who had 


come to see the sights of London, was feast- 
ing his eyes in the Royal Exchange, when 
‘‘a fine fellow, a Don of the Town,” discour- 
teously accosted him as ‘‘ Bumpkin and 
Country Clown,” and ended with “ Begone 
and pack off, or the Stocks is your doom.” 
Dick of the West was for arguing the 
matter; but the gallant ‘‘was then in 
a passion indeed,” and raised his foot 
threateningly, whereupon 

The Plowman perceiving him just ia the nick, 

He told him his name it was resolute Dick, 

Then up with his lash, and he gave him a lick. 
The gallant’s cries attracted a crowd to the 
spot; but the ploughman showed under what 
provocation he had acted, and delivered a 
spirited harangue to prove that Londoners 
should be careful to treat countrymen with 
respect :— 

For all your rich Jewels, you starving may dye, 

If we did not bring in a daily supply ; 

We plow and we sow, we harrow and mow, 

We have both the Milk and the Honey, you know : 
We ne’re are without a good pudding and sowse, 
Then why do you Londoners make such a touze ? 

If we did not labour, you could not keep house, 
You gallants would soon shrink as small as a mouse. 
The Londoners acknowledged the truth of 
the statement, and the ploughman ‘‘ soon 
got the favour of great men and small.” 
From the ballad of ‘The Clothiers Delight ; 
or, the Rich Mens Joy, and the Poor Mens 
Sorrow,’ it appears that the ‘‘truck ” system 
and other iniquitous practices were in full 
swing two centuries ago. The ‘Social 
Ballads” are followed by a batch of ‘‘ Super- 
natural Ballads,”’ among which will be found 
‘The Suffolk Miracle: being the Relation 
of a Young Man, who after his Death ap- 
peared to his Sweet heart, and carried her 
behind him Forty Miles in two Hours’ Time, 
and was never seen after, but in the Grave,’ 
and ‘The Kentish Miracle, or a Strange 
and Miraculous Work of God’s Providence, 
showed to a poor distressed Widdow, and 
her Seven small Fatherless Children, who 
lived by a burnt sixpenny Loaf of Bread and 
a little Water for above Seven Weeks, in 
the Wild of Kent to the Praise and Glory 
of Almighty God.’ In making his selection 
of ‘‘ Love Ballads’? Mr. Ashton was embar- 
rassed by his wealth of material. We are 
sorry that he has not found room for “ As at 
noon Dulecina rested” or ‘ Phillida flouts 
me”; but he has done well to include the 
less familiar ballad of ‘The Two Kinde 
Lovers,’ which abounds in quaint conceits 
after the manner of the following verses :— 

Be thou the Porpentine 
Ile be the quill, 
That where so e’er thou goest, 
I may be with the[e] still. 


Be thou the nimble fairy 
that trips upon the ground, 
And I will be the circle 
where thou must dance around, 
* * * 


I will be the marigold, 

if thou wilt be the Sunne, 
Be thou the Fryer, 

and I will be the Nun. 

Among the ‘‘Sea Ballads” are included 
‘Sir Walter Raleigh sailing in the Low- 
lands,’ ‘ The Sailors Onely Delight, shewing 
the Brave Fight between the George-Aloe, 
the Sweepstake, and certain Frenchmen at 
Sea,’ ‘The Benjamin’s Lamentation for 
their Sad Loss at Sea, by Storms and Tem- 
pests,’ and the lament of ‘The Distressed 





Damsels’ who had lost their sweethearts by 
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the pressgang. Two or three lively “‘ sport- 
ing ballads,” with very interesting woodcuts, 
are given; and to these Mr. Ashton has 
added some rounds and catches from Ravens- 
croft’s ‘ Brief Discourse,’ 1614. One curious 
ballad shows the ‘‘dissolute life and de- 
served death” of the cripple of Cornwall, 
who took up his quarters near an old hollow 
tree in which he kept a pair of stilts con- 
cealed. During the day this crafty cripple 
would sit a-begging by the tree, but at 
night he was off on his stilts to molest 
peaceful wayfarers. He pursued this mode 
of life for seven years, and contrived to amass 
the sum of nine hundred pounds. It would 
have been well for him if he had been con- 
tent with his seven years’ ‘‘ purchase’; but 
he aspired to make his gains reach the lump 
sum of a thousand pounds, and so it hap- 
pened that 
as he striv’d his mind to fulfill, 

In following his actions so lewd and so ill, 

At last he was taken, the Law to suffice, 

Condemned and hanged on Exeter size, 

Which made all men amazed to see, 

That such an impudent cripple as he 

Should venture himself to such actions as they, 

To rob in such sort upon the High-way. 

Among the miscellaneous ballads may be 
mentioned ‘The Complaint and Lamenta- 
tion of Mistresse Arden of Feversham in 
Kent,’ ‘The Long-Nos’d Lass’ (whose 
‘“‘visage was perfectly just like a sow”’), 
and ‘The Dumb Maid.’ A very pleasant 
ditty is the Christmas ballad beginning:— 

All hayle to the dayes, that merite more praise, 

than all the rest of the yeare, 

And welcome the nights, that double delights, 

as well to the poor as the Peere. 


Good fortune attend each merry man’s friend 

that doth but the best that he may ; 

Forgetting old Wrongs, with Carrols and Songs, 

te drive the cold winter away. 
It has been frequently printed, but is not 
the less welcome on that account. 

Those who are in search of a good repre- 
sentative collection of seventeenth century 
ballads will find in Mr. Ashton’s volume 
the very thing they want. If after mastering 
this ‘Century of Ballads’ they still wish 
for more, then they should join the Ballad 
Society and put themselves under the guid- 
ance of Mr. Ebsworth. 








Autobiography and Reminiscences of Sir Douglas 
Forsyth, C.B., K.C.S.I. Edited by his 
Daughter. (Bentley & Son.) 

Smr Doveras Forsyru only dictated four 

brief chapters of genuine autobiography to 

his daughter ; and although there is little 
in this book with which the public has not 
already been made acquainted in official 
reports, previous tales of travel, and the 
columns of the press, yet that little possesses 
sufficient interest to warrant its appearance 
in the present form. There is, moreover, 
much in the career described to call for 

separate record, as illustrative of the im- 

portant work which may be performed on 

special occasions by individual members of 
at remarkable civil service which has sup- 
lied so many names to the roll of Anglo- 

dian celebrities. 
Douglas Forsyth was the son of a Liver- 
ay merchant of Scotch origin, whose father 
d amassed a considerable fortune in Nova 

Scotia. Educated at Rugby and Hailey- 

bury, he left the latter institution for India 

with high distinction, having obtained no 





fewer than five gold medals and some ten or | 


fifteen prizes. Reaching Calcutta in March, 
1848, he entered upon his professional 
duties with singular éclat :— 

**T passed out of college within a week after 
my arrival, for I recollect with great pride that, 
whereas it was customary for young civilians to 
go first to the college to present themselves to 
the examiner, but, of course, not to undergo 
examination, a remark I made led the examiner 
to put me through the usual tests, and to the 
astonishment of every one, myself included, he 
pronounced me to have passed out of college at 
once. Each successive month I went up for 
examination (for I remained in Calcutta to take 
honours in three languages), and passed in 
Persian, Hindustani, and Hindi, thus gaining 
—_ gold medal and three prizes of 800 rupees 
each. 


But beyond these, and the details of 
Indian official life—in which are included 
some interesting incidents of the Mutiny 
—there is a very significant passage in the 
autobiography, under the heading ‘“ Diplo- 
matic Relations with Russia,” which may be 
commended to the consideration of politicians. 
Sir Douglas—then Mr.—Forsyth had pro- 
cured Lord Mayo’s consent to his pro- 
ceeding homeward to effect, if possible, in 
communication with the Russian authorities 
at St. Petersburg, ‘‘ some practical arrange- 
ment ’’ which should result in an amicable 
understanding on certain knotty points be- 
tween England, Russia, and the states of 
Central Asia. To the outside world the 
notion has a dash of vagueness and a smack 
of Utopia ; but it might have been otherwise 
tothe initiated. In any case, previous study 
of the whole question—especially from a 
commercial standpoint—and personal ac- 
quaintance with Shir ‘Ali, the ruler of 
Afghanistan, seemed to indicate the fitness 
for the work of the officer selected. The 
fates, however, were against a fair trial of 
the scheme. It so happened that the nego- 
tiations contemplated neverreached maturity. 
They fell through, as many well-devised 
negotiations still fall through, because they 
formed part of what may be called officially 
a ‘‘half measure.” In plain language, two 
Government offices were concerned—the 
Foreign Office and the India Office; one 
approved the mission to the Russian capital, 
the other held a different opinion. All that 
was done remained subject to a ratification 
which could not be accorded, and was there- 
fore incomplete and ineffectual. Conse- 
quently the reader of these pages is left in 
a maze of uncertainty as to whether the 
great boundary question, on which there 
have been many international heart-burn- 
ings almost up to the present date, could 
not have been comfortably and peace- 
ably settled, with territorial advantage to 
our Afghan protégés, several years before the 
despatch of the late Anglo-Russian Com- 
mission, and without the labour and outlay 
necessarily attendant on missions such as 
those of Sir Peter Lumsden and Sir West 
Ridgeway. On the other hand, there is some 
satisfaction in the reflection that, indepen- 
dently of political considerations, we have 
acquired by recent survey and research much 
valuable information on lands hitherto little 
known to Englishmen; and who can say 
that a settlement effected at the desk by a 
solitary individual on the one side, with an 
astute Russian diplomatist or two on the 
other, would have had the same force as one 





brought about by joint military missions on 
the plains of Central Asia, to whose pro- 
ceedings the eyes of all Europe have been 
more or less anxiously attracted ? 

The mission to Yarkand is described 
in an article which appeared in the Zimes 
of August 31st, 1871; and its reprint 
in the volume under notice is supple- 
mented by a letter from Sir Douglas 
to his brother, dated from the British 
Legation at the Atalik Ghizi’s capital. As 
regards the later mission a full report 
has long since been given in Dr. Bellew’s 
‘Narrative of the Journey of the Embassy to 
Kashghar in 1873-74,’ published by Triibner 
(1875); but a comparison of the two accounts 
will be interesting to certain readers. Why 
the one authority persists in writing Yar- 
kund, Cashmere, Yakoob, and Kashgar, and 
the other Yarkand, Kashmir, Yacub, and 
Kashghar, may be intelligible to some, but 
the fact must be confusing to most readers ; 
and this discrepancy is observable in many 
more instances.

His Cousin Betty. By Frances Mary Peard.

Miss Pearp’s latest book should maintain 
her reputation as a writer of pleasant, but 
not stimuleting novels, with a fair amount 
of well-ordered sentiment. Illness plays too 
important a part in the story, which in 
respect of the other part of its mechanism 
is also rather disagreeably trite. Dislike 
turned into affection by the help of a fever 
and nursing through convalescence leads to 
marriage in the middle of the second volume. 
An unlucky letter, which was not worth pre- 
serving and need not have been left lying 
about, causes a disagreement; and after two 
or three more illnesses all comes right again. 
It is to Miss Peard’s credit that with such 
a poor plot she has written a story which it 
is by no means impossible to read. As the 
title of ‘His Cousin Betty’ might lead to 
the supposition that the book was in some 
way a reminiscence of ‘ La Cousine Bette,’ it 
may be well to add that no two novels could 
be more unlike. 

The ingenuous author of ‘Molly Bawn’ 
is as readable and ridiculous as ever. She 
has discarded the present tense, but remains 
constant to her quotations and “ ingram- 
maticisms.”” Her best sayings are evi- 
dently unconscious, ¢.g., ‘‘ Mrs. Scarlett, in 
an exquisite gown of cardinal brocade, 
looked like a spot of blood in the as- 
sembly.” A little later on we read how 
Mrs. Verulam ‘‘at one of the doorways 
encountered a tall lanky man of about 
thirty-five, with a thoughtful kindly face, 
who ventured to lay his hand upon her 
lovely naked arm.” Marvel, the heroine, 
is also addicted to bare arms and sleeveless 
frocks. The final cause of life as conceived 
by the writer is flirtation; we never re- 
member to have encountered a male cha- 
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racter in any of her books who seemed to 
have any serious occupation. The nearest 
approach to it in the present story is the 
manufacture of bustles for dolls by Mr. 
Kitts. 

It would probably be found on examina- 
tion that every author has a favourite word 
or two, which he uses or abuses more than 
any other, and which, once detected by the 
reader, intrudes itself rather disagreeably 
on his notice. Mr. Cresswell’s word is 
‘‘awfully.” He can hardly plead that it is 
not his word, but that of his free-and-easy 
characters. Almost all the characters in 
*A Wily Widow’ employ it, and they are 
not cast in an identical mould, though they 
all use slang. One of them is an attractive 
and mild-mannered poisoner, of a fairly 
common type, combining the distinctive 
qualities of the lamb and the hyena, the 
butterfly and the snake, the dove and the 
hawk. She is the wily widow, and her pic- 
ture is pieced together out of many reminis- 
cences. Another, the real heroine, is a 
great contrast to her, altogether sweet and 
womanly, with whom the reader may pos- 
sibly fall in love. Two sisters, of a weaker 
and more ordinary type, figure in the story, 
and furnish a good deal of its humour. 
They play a trick upon the hero, who is 
their cousin, in a manner which, as he 
reasonably puts it to himself, is rather low. 
But he deserves a better fate than to be the 
dupe of a heartless girl; and he gets what 
he deserves. 

‘‘ Peregrinator” gives his readers on his 
title-page a pretty accurate description of 
what they are to expect in his book; for, 
in addition to the title and sub-title, he 
speaks of it as ‘‘a new novel, descriptive of 
life and scenery in the ‘Land of Flowers.’ ” 
‘A Flight to Florida’ is, in fact, a traveller’s 
tale, half adventure and half fiction, with 
very little romance. Florida has recently 
been in fashion with novelists, and here we 
have the oranges and the alligators, the 
hammocks and the oleanders, all over again. 
The descriptive chapters are the best part 
of the book. If it was worth while to 
make up a story in order to lighten them, 
something more pleasantly illusive might 
have been chosen with advantage. The 
eourse of true love runs quietly enough 
through the narrative; but there was surely 
no need to throw heroines off ladders and 
to kill pretty little girls by way of relieving 
the monotony of the land of flowers. 

‘Alma’ is a simple offering to the now 
neglected shrine of poetic justice. Out of 
hackneyed materials Mrs. Marshall has 
woven a_ graceful, though improbable 
romance of the struggles and ultimate suc- 
cess of a girl reduced by poverty to teaching. 








The Balance of Military Power in Europe. By 
Col. Maurice, R.A. (Blackwood & Sons.) 


Cox. Maurice, the Professor of Military Art 
and History at the Royal Staff College, is 
a distinguished and even brilliant officer, an 
ornament to the Staff College and to the 
army, thoroughly competent for the post 
he worthily fills. He has written a book 
that is crammed with ideas, and from it a 
great deal of information is to be gathered, 
but his style is confused, and there are many 
portions of his essays (which have previously 
appeared as four articles in Blackwood’s 





Magazine) which are barely intelligible even 
to a careful reader. Col. Maurice considers 
that Germany is so strong as probably to be 
able to hold her own against both France 
and Russia; that if Russia were to attack 
Austria she could not advance past Cracow 
towards Vienna without being so exposed 
to destruction by Germany that even France 
could not keep Germany quiet. He thinks 
that the value of the English alliance to 
the Central Powers is incalculably great, in 
consequence of the undoubted fact that it 
would make the coalition overwhelmingly 
strong at sea as against France and Russia, 
and that it would liberate the whole of the 
Italian army for service in the field. He 
believes that, in the event of a single- 
handed conflict between Russia and England 
(single-handed, that is, so far as Great 
Powers are concerned), England could get 
the alliance of Turkey, and could not only 
defend herself in India, but strike a return 
blow, which would aid the Indian defence, 
on the Russian frontier towards Asia Minor. 
There is a great deal to be said for all these 
views, and even the last statement, which 
is the most contestable, has the support of 
several distinguished officers, although by 
no means the unanimous support of the most 
distinguished. It is a pity that Col. Maurice 
has marred the artistic unity of his book, 
and made his argument very often most 
difficult to follow, by expanding small points 
of controversy between him and other writers 
with whom, moreover, on many points he 
is in agreement. 

Col. Maurice, although a soldier, belongs 
to what may be called the naval school in 
his views of England’s position. He says 
that, when asked to write a volume on the 
national defences, ‘‘I objected at first, that 
as the national defences of England depend 
on the navy, it was rather a subject for a 
sailor than a soldier.’ From this view 
many of the most competent critics would 
certainly dissent, inasmuch as this theory 
tends to lead to that use of the fleet which 
is by no means universally thought the best. 
Col. Maurice in his introduction explains 
that he is (and suggests that Lord Wolseley 
is also) in favour of the Royal Commission 
for which Sir Walter Barttelot moved this 
week. Col. Maurice has an extraordinarily 
high opinion of the virtues of Mr. Smith 
as an ex-Secretary of State for War, and 
the speech in which Mr. Smith on Monday 
declared with much vehemence against the 
Royal Commission view must have been 
specially disagreeable to our author, who 
we must hope, for his sake, was not an 
auditor of the debate. Col. Maurice, too, 
is a very strong supporter, and in his intro- 
duction he vouches Lord Wolseley as also a 
strong supporter, of the policy of joining 
the alliance of the Central Powers; but the 
Government have evidently deliberately 
abstained from joining that alliance, and 
so far as Col. Maurice’s view of the neces- 
sities of the empire is based upon his posi- 
tion in this matter, it is inapplicable to the 
present state of facts. 

We notice that Col. Maurice in his intro- 
duction makes the remarkable assertion 
with regard to the expenditure of the United 
States upon military matters which has 
lately, to the amazement of the public, been 
made by Lord Wolseley in a speech. The 
guarding words by which Col. Maurice 





follows his statement, and which make it 
literally correct, were not to be found in 
Lord Wolseley’s speech ; and the statement 
is so calculated to give rise to misapprehen- 
sion, and is so useless and misleading in 
any case, that we wonder at its insertion 
in Col. Maurice’s book. The following are 
the words :— 

‘‘ First, there is only one country in the 

world which fairly compares with our own in 
expenditure. The United States alone of all 
countries has, like our own, the commercial 
wisdom to pay directly for what it wants. Now 
the great anomaly on which would-be economical 
reformers fasten, as the extravagant fact con- 
nected with our army, is, that with a force of 
208,357 regulars we have a non-effective return 
of nearly three million pounds sterling. Now 
the United States army consists of 25,000 men, 
all told. Its non-effective return reaches seven- 
teen million pounds sterling. As I am anxious to 
emphasize this fact, and do not wish to be sup- 
posed to have made some mistake as to currency, 
I will put it also that it costs eighty million of 
dollars.” 
Col. Maurice goes on to say, ‘‘ Of course 
this is largely a result of the great Civil 
War.” Here is the antidote; but the bane 
is given at such length, and the antidote in 
a fashion so by the way, that it cannot be 
expected that the public should understand 
the true position. The United States army 
consists of just under 28,000 men, and the 
seventeen million pounds sterling of which 
Col. Maurice writes have about as much to 
do with it as they have to do with the British 
army. It is true that the greater portion of 
the enormous pensions vote of the United 
States (which has been of late recklessly 
increased, the great difficulty of the Govern- 
ment of the United States being at the 
present time to devise means for spending 
the revenue that it insists on raising) goes 
to maimed persons, widows, and relations of 
those who died in the Civil War; but the 
armies of the Civil War had practically no 
relation either in persons or in numbers to 
the regular army of the United States, and 
the millions of men who bore arms for the 
Union cause compared in numbers with the 
regular army as the hordes of Attila would 
compare with the armed force of Monaco. 

At p. xxx of his introduction Col. Maurice 
defends the reduction of the artillery, which 
has been condemned by almost every other 
soldier. He defends it, of course, in that 
peculiar way in which the Secretary of 
State for War himself defends it :— 

‘* We field-gunners must bear to see our own 
arm reduced, rather than that the army as a 
whole, including the artillery, should not be 
able to act with the promptitude which is neces- 
sary for the service of the country.” 

At the same time Col. Maurice goes on to 
admit that he knows 

‘that our Volunteers and militia stand sorely 
in need of the support of field-guns, and that 
they are not an army without them.” 

A large portion of Col. Maurice’s articles 
and of his introduction is devoted to con- 
troversy with Sir Charles Dilke, and Col. 
Maurice dogs not, it seems to us, show him- 
self an altogether fair controversialist. We 
will take only two examples in proof of our 
assertion, as other matters mentioned have 
formed the subject of animadversion in 
articles in Blackwood’s Magazine and the 
Fortnightly Review, and of correspondence 
in the Army and Navy Gazette. At p. 133 
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Col. Maurice implies in a foot-note that 
when Sir Charles Dilke wrote his ‘ Present 
Position of European Politics’ he was in 
ignorance as to the nature of the treaty of 
1879 between Germany and Austria. Yet at 
p. 15 of that book will be found the exact 
date of the treaty of 1879 and an accurate 
account of its terms, corresponding in every 
particular with the words of the treaty since 

ublished. The difficulty to which Col. 

aurice alludes at p. 133 of his book is 
pointed out at p. 15 of the other work in 
these words: ‘‘There is this weak point in 
the alliance, that it may not be very binding 
under a great strain.” The other example 
of Col. Maurice’s method of controversy is 
afforded at p. xi of the introduction, where 
he charges Sir Charles Dilke with printing 
as Lord Wolseley’s own explanation of his 
views about the reduction of the horse 
artillery a passage which he knew to be 
Col. Maurice’s and not Lord Wolseley’s. 
On turning to Sir Charles Dilke’s book we 
find that the words are :— 

“T am not left to rely upon my own fancy as 
to what Lord Wolseley really meant, but have 
had the opportunity of hearing, from those who 
are in a position to know it, what is his own 
explanation of his speech. His friends admit 
saseee but say......the case for the reduction is as 
follows, according to their defence—” 
and then follow Col. Maurice’s words. It 
is difficult to see how Col. Maurice can con- 
tend that there is anything improper in this 
mode of prefacing his words. The quotation 
from Col. Maurice is followed by another, 
and that is immediately headed, ‘‘ Another 
friend of Lord Wolseley’s whom I have 
consulted says.” 

In spite of its blemishes Col. Maurice’s 
book will form a mine of useful information 
for newspaper writers.

‘NortH acatnst SourH’ is far from being one 
of Jules Verne’s best works. It is a somewhat 
tedious tale of twin bandits and mystification in 
the time of the American Civil War. 

Mrs. Reaney, in her ‘‘ story for mothers ” en- 
titled ‘ How the Home was Won Back,’ impresses 
upon her readers with great earnestness the 
importance of bringing up their children well. 
A commonplace story is tacked on to this un- 
exceptionable moral. 

Lady Sophia Palmer's volume, entitled ‘Mrs. 
Penicott’s Lodger, and other Stories,’ is a striking 
collection of studies of ‘‘ lives lived out of sight 
and lost in the crowd, lives which of themselves 
never or rarely find expression,” and yet ‘‘ have 
something worthy of being searched for and 
made known.” Some, at least, of the tales are 
reprints. To our mind the first and the last are 
the most powerful. ‘Mrs. Penicott’s Lodger’ 
is a homely story like a Dutch picture, while 
‘Nancy Dedman’ is a ghastly tale of revenge 
and sacrifice. 

‘The Girl’s Handy Book’ is a substantial 
volume whose aim and object is “‘ to help awaken 
the inventive faculties, usually uncultivated in 





girls, and by giving detailed methods of new 
work and amusements, to put them on the road 
which they can travel and explore alone.” The 
aim is excellent; the execution leaves some- 
thing to be desired. With much useful informa- 
tion is combined much that is useless and even 
absurd. The Valentine party, for instance, 
seems to us to be in bad taste, to say the least of 
it. The book announces itself as ‘‘ peculiarly 
American,” and certain of the chapters are 
reprints from American magazines. 

‘ What the Wind told to the Tree Tops’ also 
comes from America. It is a collection of charm- 
ing stories for children. 

‘Jack Horner the Second’ is an excellent 
little book for a parish library. It is a cheery 
version of the old story of the good boy who 
prospers. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE, 


Ir requires but a brief glance at the first 
volume of the new edition of Chambers’s En- 
cyclopedia (Chambers) to see that the re- 
vised edition is a great improvement on the 
first issue. Among the best articles are ‘‘ Alpha- 
bet,” by Canon Taylor; “Angling,” by Mr. 
Senior; ‘‘ Aquinas,” by Mr. Law; ‘‘ Arctic” 
and “ Antarctic” oceans, by Dr. Murray ; ‘‘ Ar- 
boriculture,” by Dr. Gleghorn, &. It is in the 
minor articles that the critic may find cause to 
grumble. In the article ‘‘ Armada,” for instance, 
in spite of all Mr. Motley has written, no credit 
is given to the Dutch for what they did to frus- 
trate the enterprise. Atcheen has scarcely been 
so rapidly subdued by the Dutch as the ‘ Encyclo- 
peedia’ represents. That ‘‘ Barcelona has gener- 
ally supported the Government” since 1827 is a 
statement that would amuse a Spanish politician. 
Bale is not at the present moment ‘‘ bounded 
by Baden and France.” ‘ Banner” is not so 
well treated as it might be. On the other hand, 
it is only fair to say that the vast majority of 
the smaller articles are excellent. The pub- 
lishers deserve praise for the admirable print 
and paper, and the general pains they have 
bestowed upon the volume, whieh gives us 
ample reason to hope that the new edition will 
be a most valuable work of reference for popular 
use. 


Bibliography and Chronology of Hales Owen. 
By H. Ling Roth. (Index Society. )—It may be 
doubted whether it is desirable to print work 
of this character when the arrears of index 
work are so heavy in many important directions. 
That the brochure will prove of the greatest use 
to any future historian of Hales Owen may 
readily be admitted, but so would it be if de- 
posited as a MS. in, for instance, the Birming- 
ham Free Library. Mr. Rye’s ‘ Norfolk Topo- 
graphy’ has, indeed, been issued by the Society, 
but that work stands onadifferent footing, dealing 
as it does with a whole county, and possessing 
the special value of including manuscript sources. 
Mr. Roth, however, in his limited sphere appears 
to have done his work well, though the absence 
of any reference to the Reports of the Deputy 
Keepers of the Records reminds us of the crying 
need for full working indices to those most 
valuable publications. 


We have received that handy and useful 
volume The Royal Kalendar (Allen & Co.); that 
standard work of reference The Clergy List (Hall), 
which contains the Christmas ordinations and 
the latest information on other points; and Dod’s 
Parliamentary Companion (Whittaker & Co.), a 
neat volume that is always welcome. 


Tue expiration of the Carlyle copyrights has 
brought many competitors into the field against 
Messrs. Chapman & Hall. Messrs. Ward, Lock 
& Co. have issued The French Revolution in one 
well-printed volume for a shilling. — Messrs. 
Routledge publish it in three sixpenny volumes, 
but their paper is inferior, if not their type. 
They have also published Sartor Resartus, 
Heroes and Hero-Worship, and Past and Present 





at sixpence each, so that the Sage of Chelsea 
will become accessible to the slenderest purse. 
We have to thank Messrs. Routledge for an 
excellent reprint of Izaak Walton’s Lives, added 
to ‘Morley’s Universal Library.”—Messrs. 
Smith & Elder have brought out an exceedingly 
pretty edition of some of Mrs. Browning’s Poems, 
with a preface by Mr. Browning, which has 
been a subject of correspondence in this journal. 
But why not publish all her poetry in this 
form instead of waiting till the copyright 
expires and competing editions appear? .

THE BYRON CELEBRATION AT MOSCOW. 

Russ1a has rebuked us for our apparent in- 
difference to the memory of Byron by a special 
celebration of his centenary at Moscow. The 
Russian papers had previously spoken pretty 
strongly about the hypocrisy of the English 
public, which had not yet forgiven Byron for 
having separated from his wife; but the Literary 
Society of Moscow, which is connected with the 
university, determined to shame the English 
still more by holding a special celebration of 
its own. Unfortunately, the university build- 
ing in which this society meets was closed on 
the anniversary of Byron’s birth, owing to the 
recent disturbances ; but the moment the doors 
of the building were opened a special meeting 
was organized in the central hall, as many as a 
thousand persons being present. On a raised 
easel a portrait of Lord Byron, surrounded with 
wreaths of laurels, was exhibited to the enthu- 
siastic audience. Speeches were delivered by 
Profs, Alexis Vesselovski and Nicholas Storo- 
jenko, and the proceedings were brought to a 
close by recitations of a few short poems and 
extracts from the fourth canto of ‘Childe 
Harold’ and ‘ Marino Faliero.’ 

Prof. Vesselovski, after commenting briefly 
on the fact that the English papers were still 
afraid to speak of Byron as a genius, and that 
one of these only had admitted him to be the 
greatest English poet of the nineteenth century 
next to Wordsworth, proceeded to give a short 
sketch of the legendary monster English tra- 
dition had made of the poet, and then told his 
hearers his version of the “real Lord Byron.” He 
placed in a pleasant light all the nobler qualities 
of the poet—his generosity, his devotion to his 
friends, and his enthusiasm for humanity. He 
showed him the friend of the oppressed and starv- 
ing poor of Italian cities, the demi-god of Greece, 
and the hero of such widely different men as Sir 
Walter Scott and Tom Moore. The orgies at 
Newstead Abbey dwindle into very frugal wine 
parties on the evidence of eye - witnesses, and 
the horrible slanders against his sister are dis- 
posed of as the spiteful inventions of enemies. 
Not so easy, however, is it to defend the treat- 
ment of Lady Byron, and for this purpose the 
professor had to invent the theory that Byron’s 
heart craved for an ideal, and that his life was 
spent in searching for the woman who could 
respond to these longings. His wife was only 
one of his numerous failures, and it was not till 
he settled in Italy that the real other sphere was 
found. 

Prof. Storojenko’s speech dealt more with the 
literary and historical importance of Byron and 
the universality of his genius. Byron’s great 
offence in the eyes of the English people was 
his cosmopolitanism. He was the poetical repre- 
sentative of the “Sturm und Drang” period of 
the nineteenth century. He reflected in his 
life and works the indignation of generous minds 
at the collapse of the cause of freedom and the 
reactionary tendency of the century. He was 
a pessimist at times when reviewing the vanity 
of life, and the professor quoted the lines :— 

Count o’er the joys thine hours have seen, 

Count o'er thy days from anguish free, 

And know, whatever thou hast been, 

*Tis something better not to be. 
In all this he touched a chord in the hearts of 
his contemporaries. They felt that the poet of 
the times had arisen, and consequently he had 
a crowd of imitators in nearly every country. 
Goethe welcomed him as a prophet, though he 
scarcely sympathized with his political opinions; 
and Heine, Alfred de Musset, Flaubert, and even 





Lamartine were among his disciples. The pro- 
fessor touched humorously on Musset’s proud 
epigram “Mon verre n’est pas grand, mais je 
bois dans mon verre,” and showed its fallacy. 
In further proof of the truly representative cha- 
racter of Byron’s poetry, Prof. Storojenko 
pointed out that the number of Byron’s imi- 
tators declined as the discontent of the be- 
ginning of the century gradually spent itself in 
Europe. In Italy, however, Byron’s is still a 
name to work with, aud his immense popularity 
with the people is touchingly brought home to 
the tourist. There, too, he has still disciples. 

On Russian literature Byron had a great 
influence. There is not a single Russian poet 
of note who has not been bitten at some time or 
other by “‘ Byronism.” Joukovsky, who could not 
have been much in sympathy with him, for a 
perusal of Byron’s poetry actually sent him to 
sleep, translated the ‘Prisoner of Chillon,’ Push- 
kin, in Prof. Storojenko’s opinion, owed much 
to Byron; but his temperament was different, 
and he preferred the geniality of Shakspeare to 
Byron’s pessimism. Russia's truly Byronic poet 
was Lermontov. In conclusion, Prof. Storo- 
jenko said that Russia would always cherish a 
warm sympathy and reverence for the name of 
Byron, as those of two of Russia’s greatest poets, 
Pushkin and Lermontov, were inseparably linked 
with his in the history of Russian literature.

THE 1828 EDITION OF COLERIDGE’S POEMS. 


Tis must be a rare book. It is not in thé 
Library of the British Museum, and, although 
I have been in quest of it for years, it was only 
the other day that I was successful in securing 
a copy. Its scarcity is somewhat difficult to 
account for, as Pickering most likely printed 
five hundred copies or more ; the sale must have 
been rapid to admit of a freshly printed edition 
in the following year, and such a book is neither 
thrown away by its buyers nor thumbed out of 
existence in circulating libraries. From what- 
ever cause, however, its scarcity is incontestable. 
The editor of the best edition of ‘ Coleridge’s 
Poetical and Dramatic Works’ (4 vols., B. M. 
Pickering, 1877 ; Macmillan, 1880) cannot have 
seen the 1828 edition, for he roundly asserts 
that it was identical with that of 1829, of which 
he made some use. Had he had both books in 
his hands he would doubtless have compared 
them, and the first glance would have shown 
him that they were very different. Mr. T. Ashe, 
the latest editor of ‘ Coleridge’s Poetical Works’ 
(Bell, 1885), seems, on the other hand, to have 
seen the edition of 1828, but not that of 1829, 
for he says (I. clxxv.) that certain pieces which 
were printed in the latter made their “first 
appearance, so far as we know, in 1834.” He 
could hardly fail to be aware of the existence of 
the 1829 edition, which isin the British Museum, 
so that he was probably deceived by the very 
positive statement of his predecessor—a species 
of trustfulness which has saved trouble to many 
an editor before, but which is hardly more just 
to the public than the misstatement relied on. 
What is, perhaps, still more extraordinary is 
the fact that Mrs. H. N. Coleridge and her 
brother the Rev. Derwent Coleridge, when pre- 
paring the first one-volume edition of their 
father's poems in 1852, were unaware of the 
existence of the edition of 1829, for the former 
says in her preface (p. xi): ‘‘The present Editors 
have been guided in the general arrangement of 
this edition by those of 1817 and 1828, which 
may be held to represent the author’s matured 
judgment upon the larger and more important 
part of his poetical productions. They have 
reason, indeed, to believe that the edition of 
1828 was the last upon which he was able to 
bestow personal care and attention. That of 
1834...... was arranged mainly, if not entirely, 
at the discretion of...... H. N. Coleridge.” 

How much Coleridge was dissatisfied with the 
edition of 1828 is witnessed by the many altera- 
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tions he made in preparing that of 1829, and it 
may interest some of your readers to see a rough 
collation I have made of the two. 

My copy of 1828 is printed on that handsome 
post-octavo ribbed paper used by Pickering for 
his ‘Dramatists.’ The title-page reads: ‘“ The 
Poetical Works of S. T. Coleridge, including 
the Dramas of ‘Wallenstein,’ ‘Remorse,’ and 
‘Zapolya.’ In three volumes. Vol. I. [I1., IIL]. 
London: William Pickering. mpcccxxvu1l.” 
In the centre is the wreath of oak leaves which 
embellished so many of this publisher’s titles 
before he adopted the device of anchor and 
dolphin which replaces the wreath in the 1829 
edition of Coleridge’s poems. The preface is the 
same in 1828 and 1829 as regards the text, but 
to the latter is added as a foot-note the quotation 
from the ‘Literary Life’ reprinted in 1834. 
The type is also more liberally ‘‘ leaded,” so that 
in 1829 the preface covers an extra page. In 
1828 the text of the ‘Monody on the Death of 
Chatterton’ is very nearly the same as that 
which appeared in the ‘Poems’ published in 
1796, while in 1829 is substituted the very much 
altered version reprinted in 1834, except as 
regards eleven lines beginning ‘‘ O Spirit blest !” 
which then (1834) first saw the light. This 
‘Monody,’ it may be remarked in passing, was 
one of the first poems (if not the very first) of any 
importance composed by Coleridge, and, down to 
the end of his life, he never missed an oppor- 
tunity of tinkering it. In 1828 the ‘Sibylline 
Leaves’ (1817) version of ‘ Frost at Midnight’ is 
followed, save for two merely verbal changes, 
whereas in 1829 the lines about the motion of 
the “ stranger” film on the grate, 

Making it a companionable form, 

To which the living spirit in our frame, 

That loves not to behold a lifeless thing, 

Transfuses its own pleasures, its own will, 
are exchanged for the passage printed in 1834 
and later editions. The 1877 editor has failed 
to note this reading of 1817, and also one of the 
verbal changes. The edition of 1829 contains 
the juvenile ‘Sonnet to the Autumnal Moon’ 
(“Mild splendour of the various-vested night ”), 
which does not appear in 1828. 

Turning to the second volume, 1828 gives the 

‘Song’ beginning 

Tho’ veiled in spires of myrtle wreath, 
but it is not in 1829, nor in 1834, and this may 
account for its having been overlooked altogether 
by the 1877 editor, and also for its inclusion in 
1852, and again by Mr. Ashe in 1885. To 
another poem, ‘The Alienated Mistress,’ be- 
ginning 

If love be dead (and you aver it!) 

the same remarks apply, save that the 1877 
editor includes it, having found it in the Amulet 
for 1833, under the title ‘ Love’s Burial-place.’ 

In 1828 the ‘ Poems’ end with ‘ The Wander- 
ings of Cain,’ ‘Remorse’ and the other dramas 
following directly ; but in 1829 Coleridge added 
‘The Allegoric Vision,’ ‘The Improvisatore’ 
with its prose framework, and ‘The Garden of 
Boccaccio.’ ‘Remorse’ and ‘Zapolya’ fill up, 
in 1828 as in 1829, the second volume, and 
‘Wallenstein’ occupies the whole of the third. 
I have not collated these minutely, but some 
variations in ‘Zapolya’ have caught my eye. 
For instance, Glycine’s pretty song, 

A sunny shaft did I behold, 


appears in 1828 as in the first edition (1817), 
whereas in 1829 it is printed almost exactly as 
in 1834 and later editions. In the first scene 
of the fourth act, towards the end, 1828 follows 
the text of the first edition, while the alterations 
noted by the 1877 editor in collating that with 
the 1834 edition appeared in that of 1829. 

The conclusion to which I am led is that the 
edition of 1829 alone contains the author’s final 
selection and text, and that it should be adopted 
as the basis of any further reproduction of Cole- 
ridge’s poems. I have shown that the edition of 
1828 was very deliberately discarded by the poet, 
and that those who had the best means of know- 
ing the facts have put on record that the edition 





of 1834 was the work not of Coleridge, but of 
his son-in-law. There can be no doubt that 
that of 1829 really occupies the position, mis- 
takenly assigned by Coleridge’s son and daughter 
to that of 1828, of being “the last upon which 
Coleridge was able to bestow personal care and 
attention,” and that it ‘‘may be held to repre- 
sent the author’s matured judgment upon the 
larger and more important part of his poetical 
productions.”

BAINES’S ‘ HISTORY OF LANCASTER.’ 


In vol. i. of the new edition of Baines’s ‘ His- 
tory of the County and Duchy of Lancaster,’ 
which has just appeared under the editorship of 
Mr. Jas. Croston, F.S.A., it is explained in the 
preface that a new issue is called for partly 
because the original work was disfigured owing 
to the author's ‘‘ occasional acceptance without 
verification of the abstracts of other labourers 
in the field of antiquarian research.” Looking 
over the portion of the volume which refers 
to the life of Henry of Bolingbroke (chap. x. 
pp. 168-170), I find that the only additional 
material supplied by Mr. Croston consists of 
four foot-notes and about a dozen lines of text. 
Three of these foot-notes consist of extracts 
taken almost word for word from my ‘ History 
of England under Henry IV.,’ vol. i. pp. 16, 42, 
252, without any hint of acknowledgment be- 
yond an initial “C.” appended to indicate that 
the contents are Mr. Croston’s own. How far 
the new passage in the body of the text is 
original may be seen by a comparison of the 


following :— 
Croston, i. 169. Wylie, i. 379.

The italics are meant to show the points in 
which the passages differ, and Mr. Croston will 
remember the story of the schoolboy who copied 
his Euclid and tried to escape a flogging by 
putting ‘‘consequently ” where the book had 
‘‘therefore.” We are evidently upon a very 
obvious trail of paste and scissors, and judging 
from the above specimen one can only exclaim, 
‘* Si sic omnia !” 

I hope that you will admit a word of pro- 
test against this method of editing. If passages 
are thought fit to be appropriated wholesale, 
the obligation should in fairness beacknowledged, 
and students should have the opportunity of 
testing for themselves the sources from which 
the book is made up.

WE fail to see that Mr. Charles John Riving- 
ton, of Stationers’ Hall, by his communication 
appearing in your last issue does anything other 
than support our contention in favour of com- 
pulsory registration. We still hold that the 
way out of the difficulty is simplicity itself. 
Our proposal is that a short Act of Parliament 





should be passed making the registration of the 
title of every book published compulsory at 
Stationers’ Hall. But let there be no fee. The 
compulsory deposit of a copy of each book re- 
gistered, which we also advocate, would be a 
sufficient reward for the arduous duties of the 
officials of Stationers’ Hall in the work of re- 
gistration and the indexing of the titles. The 
charge of a fee at present, we feel sure, prevents 
many publishers from taking their wares to 
Stationers’ Hall. As to the titles of existing 
copyrights, we do not think a collection of them 
would be very difficult to make. Now will not 
some kind-hearted member of Parliament take 
up this matter and get the much-desired little 
Bill passed into law at once ?

Berne one of the oldest of the readers at the 
British Museum, perhaps you will permit me to 
state that my experience in that establishment is 
very different from that of Mr. W. Roberts as given 
in your issue of February 25th. For upwards 
of twenty years I have been a frequenter of the 
Reading-Room, and during that long period 
have always received the greatest kindness and 
consideration from the superintendents, the 
clerks of the Reading-Room, and the attendants, 
being often indebted to them for services which, 
considering the amount of work they have to 
do, I could not have expected at their hands. 

Since the opening of the special newspaper 
department I have made great use of this branch 
of the library, and have not only found that I 
could obtain as many newspapers as I desired, 
but have also been much aided in my work by 
the special knowledge of the collections of Lon- 
don newspapers possessed by the attendants, 
who are most obliging in their endeavours to 
facilitate the researches of the readers. The 
papers are arranged on the shelves in chronolo- 
gical order, and it is only necessary for a person 
to give the name and the date of the paper which 
he requires and it is brought to him without 
delay. The Newspaper Room is very comfort- 
able, has a good light, and possesses every con- 
venience which can be desired, and I cannot 
imagine how any reasonable person can find 
cause of complaint. Mr. Eccles, the superinten- 
dent, is a most efficient officer, and would, if it 
were necessary—which I very much doubt—see 
that the attendants were attentive to the readers. 
Mr. Roberts cannot have had any experience of 
other libraries, or he would more appreciate his 
very great privileges in the British Museum.

MRS. PROCTER. 


In Mrs. Procter, who died on Monday after- 
noon, passed away almost the last of those per- 
sonally acquainted with the brilliant group of 
poets who made the first quarter of the century 
an epoch in English literature. By her mother’s 
marriage with Basil Montagu she was brought, 
when quite a child, into contact with Lamb and 
Coleridge, Keats and Leigh Hunt, and other men 
of note who frequented the house of the editor 
of Bacon, and she speedily learned to hold her 
own among the wits, her masterful and clear 
intellect early asserting itself. By her own 
marriage with Barry Cornwall, whose ‘ Miran- 
dola’ had three years before stirred the town, 
with Macready in the title part and Charles 
Kemble as Guido, she cemented her connexion 
with the world of letters, and became the close 
friend of a younger generation—of Thackeray and 
Dickens, the Laureate and Mr. Browning. She 
survived to be looked up to with respect and 
curiosity by a third generation, to whom the 
friends of her youth were English classics, quietis 
ascripti ordinibus Deorwm. Not that Mrs, 
Procter was at all a mere repository of reminis- 
cences. She took a keen interest in the topics 





of the day, and her talk was admirable both for 
what she said and the way in which she said it. 
She held strong views of her own on most 
subjects and about most people, and often her 
expression of them was more emphatic than 


bitterness she did not deserve, for she was essen- 
tially kind-hearted. She was deeply hurt by 
the way in which Carlyle spoke of her in his 
‘ Reminiscences,’ and replied in somewhat ill- 
considered fashion. She was less reasonably 
annoyed by Thackeray’s references to her in the 
letters lately published ; and her equanimity was 
sadly disturbed by Dr. Wendell Holmes’s un- 
gallant comparison of her to a ‘‘tough old 
macaw.” 

She had a long and, on the whole, a wonder- 
fully happy life, which she enjoyed to the full— 
and her capacity for enjoyment was great. Her 
last years were saddened by the loss of the 
daughter who had been her constant companion. 
Yet it may be said that almost the only blessing 
denied to her was euthanasia. Her wonderful 
vitality made her illness lengthened and painful. 

Mrs. Procter had at one time written down 
a number of recollections of the eminent men 
she had known, but she was so shocked by the 
posthumous publication of Carlyle’s ‘ Reminis- 
cences,’ that she is believed to have destroyed 
her diaries as well as the letters in her possession. 
Thackeray’s letters to her, which were numerous 
and interesting, she is understood to have 
handed over to Mr. George Smith.

Messrs. Cuapman & Hatt have in the 
press, and will issue in a few days, a trans- 
lation of ‘Plus d’Angleterre’ (‘The Last 
Days of England’), which is having a large 
sale in France. 

Ir is rumoured that Mr. Andrew Lang 
has been fixed upon by the Senatus of St. 
Andrews University for the Gifford Lecture- 
ship. 

Tue ninth volume of the Pipe Roll 
Society’s publications, which, it is hoped, 
will be ready for issue before the end of 
the month, contains by far the most impor- 
tant roll hitherto issued by the Society. The 
preface, which is written by the Bishop of 
Chester, states, with regard to the period 
dealt with in this record :— 

“ The twelfth year of Henry II. is an impor- 

tant era in the development of English legal 
procedure. It is the year of the Assize of 
Clarendon, the edict by which the king made 
his first and most memorable attempt to set 
the criminal jurisdiction of the Crown upon a 
popular basis, and, at the same time, to apply the 
proceeds of such jurisdiction directly to the im- 
provement of the revenue.” 
Dr. Stubbs throws out an ingenious sugges- 
tion with reference to the ‘‘ hutch” for the 
“‘Cartee Baronum”’ mentioned in the sheriff’s 
account for the county of Wilts, to wit, 
that its mention seems ‘“‘to indicate that 
the place to which the answers were to be 
directed was within his bailiwick.” The 
index is very full, as may be judged from 
the fact that the entries under the heading 
‘“‘Filius” occupy four closely printed 
columns, giving more than one hundred and 
seventy different paternal names. 

Mr. Jonun G. Suaw, the editor of the 
Blackburn Times, has- in preparation the 
‘History and Traditions of Darwen and its 
People,’ in which he proposes to incorporate 
a number of historical facts and traditions 
of a local character which have not hitherto 
been published. The book will form an 
octavo volume of about two hundred and 
fifty pages, and is expected to be ready 
during the summer. 

Tue first series of Mr. Maddison’s ‘ Lin- 
colnshire Wills’ will contain an abstract of 
380 wills proved in the Lincoln Registry 
between A.D. 1500 and 1600.

“Ts it not possible for publishers to devise a 
plan by means of which books, magazines, and 
other publications sent for review shall not mis- 
carry? Liability to miscarriage has increased 
with the increase of carrying agencies; and 
book post, parcel post, and sending through 
London offices afford no guarantee that books 
will reach the hands of those to whom they are 
addressed. Sending books to a provincial paper 
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through its London office I find the worst plan, 
for, though it saves carriage to the publisher, 
the clerk with whom it is left frequently removes 
the covers and exercises a discretionary power as 
to whether the books are worth sending on and 
paying carriage for. Bearing this in mind, and 
that the London office is probably the office of 
other newspapers, it is easy to see that books are 
apt to get mixed. The loss to publishers and 
newspaper proprietors from these irregularities 
is much greater than some of them imagine.” 

WE regret to announce the death, which 
occurred suddenly, of Mr. Horace Stebbing 
Roscoe St. John, at Anerley on the 29th ult. 
Mr. St. John had for many years, owing 
to ill health, retired from active work. He 
was in former days a contributor to this 
journal and also to the Leader, and for many 
years a leading article writer on the Daily 
Telegraph, and frequently acted as a special 
correspondent of the Zimes, the Standard, 
and other papers. Mr. St. John acquired 
a deserved reputation as an author by his 
books ‘The British Conquests in India’ 
and the ‘ History of the Indian Archipelago,’ 
which are proofs of his industry, grasp of 
subject, and mastery of treatment. 

Tue solicitors before the Supreme Courts 
of Scotland have purchased a site in the 
Cowgate, Edinburgh, with a view of largely 
extending their present library, which they 
are ambitious of raising to the status of the 
Signet Library. We shall, therefore, see 
shortly within the radius of a few hundred 
yards four large public libraries, viz., that 
of the Advocates, the Writers to the Signet, 
the Solicitors, and the Free Public Library 
now in course of erection. 

An interesting collection of old Scottish 
books, chiefly topographical, which formerly 
belonged to the late Robert Graham of 
Balgowan and his predecessor Lord Lyne- 
doch, will be sold by Mr. Dowell in Edin- 
burgh on Monday and Tuesday of next week. 


Mr. ArNoLD ForstTER’s new work, entitled 
‘ The Laws of Every-day Life,’ will be ready 
for publication during the course of the 
present month. 

Ir has been decided to found a chair of 
Celtic at the University College of Bangor. 
The funds of the institution are not sufficient 
to meet the additional expense; but a sub- 
scription list has been opened, and numerous 
donations have already been received. The 
University College at Cardiff also has to 
struggle with inadequate funds, and it has 
been decided to discontinue, temporarily at 
all events, the lectureship on music, which 
recently became vacant. 

Tue Rev. G. Vance Smith, D.D., Prin- 
cipal of the Carmarthen Presbyterian College 
since 1876, has lately resigned his post, and 
will leave Carmarthen at the end of the 
present session. His successor will be Mr. 
Walter J. Evans, M.A.Oxon., who has been 
mathematical tutor at the college for some 
time past. As Dr. Smith was also Professor 
of Greek and Hebrew, the Rev. Philemon 
Moore, B.A., of Manchester, has been ap- 
pointed to succeed him in that capacity. 
It is also understood that the Rev. T. C. 
Edwards, D.D., will at no very distant date 
resign the Principalship of Aberystwith 
University College, as it is expected that 
he will be the head of the united theological 
college which the Welsh Methodists hope 
to establish by amalgamating the two insti- 
tutions they have at present. 





Tue Vossische Zeitung says that the 
Napoleonsberg in the Hofgarten at Diissel- 
dorf has been chosen as the site for the 
Heine-Denkmal. The Berlin Court preacher 
and ‘Christian Socialist,” Herr Stocker, 
has petitioned the Town Council of Diissel- 
dorf to prohibit the erection of the monu- 
ment. 

Tue next volume of the ‘ Book-Lover’s 
Library ”’ will be a collection of noodle stories 
by Mr. W. A. Clouston, author of ‘The 
Story of Sindibad.’ 

La République Francaise announces the 
coming birth of a new paper to be published 
in France and England under the direction 
of MM. Lockroy and Naquet, and to repre- 
sent the views of MM. de Freycinet and 
Floquet. We hear that it is to be an even- 
ing paper, and that the London edition, 
which will be in French, will be mostly tele- 
graphic matter from Paris by special wire. 

Mr. Danret Ross Locke, author of the 
well-known ‘‘ Petroleum V. Nasby ”’ letters, 
has just died in the United States at the 
age of fifty-five. According to President 
Lincoln and Charles Sumner, the Nasby 
letters helped to unite the North in crush- 
ing the great rebellion, and bringing the 
Civil War of 1861-65 to a triumphant issue. 
In addition to being the author of these 
letters, Mr. Locke was a successful news- 
paper editor. 

A Curtpren’s Lisrary Association has 
been formed in New York for the pur- 
pose of ‘supplying children with good 
healthy books, a room in which to read, and 
means of showing them how to read, handle, 
and select books.”” The Trustees of the New 
York Free Library have voted to give the 
Association the use of the third floor of their 
new building. Mr. John Biglow is the pre- 
sident, and President Barnard, of Columbia 
College, a vice-president of the Association. 

Tue latest readjustment of Senator Chace’s 
International Copyright Bill is said to be a 
limitation on the importation of foreign 
books copyrighted in America. Such im- 
portation is to be allowed, under the present 
duty, only in parcels containing two copies 
of the work, on written authority of the 
owner of the copyright, and with a signed 
demand of the library or individual wishing 
the English edition. 

At a meeting held on Tuesday last in 
Glasgow it was resolved to initiate a sub- 
scription for the purpose of presenting a 
bust of Carlyle, in bronze or marble, to the 
city for a place in the Corporation Galleries. 
Prof. Veitch occupied the chair, and it was 
decided that the maximum subscription 
should be a guinea. 

Mr. Artuur Kinewaxke, brother of the 
historian of the Crimean War, is writing a 
brief memoir of Lord Somerville, first Pre- 
sident of the Board of Agriculture. 

Two pairs of lectures, (1) on ‘ Fifty Years 
of European History,’ (2) on ‘Teutonic 
Conquest in Gaul and Britain,’ delivered 
last autumn in Oxford by Mr. Freeman, 
will be published immediately, in a small 
volume, by Messrs, Macmillan & Co. 

From the United States comes the intel- 
ligence of the death of the venerable Mr. 
A. B. Alcott, the last of the Transcenden- 
talists, and of his daughter Miss L. M. Alcott, 
the popular writer of ‘Little Women’ and 
other charming books for children.

The Zoological Record for 1886. (Gurney 
& Jackson.) 


Zooxoaists of all countries were gratified to 
learn that the Zoological Society of London 
had consented to take the place of the Zoo- 
logical Record Association, and to publish, 
as their wealth enabled the Fellows to do, 
one of the most important aids to research. 
This result was all the more satisfactory as 
the authorities of the Naples station came 
a year ago to the conclusion that their 
yearly report would best serve the cause of 
science by confining itself to advances in 
morphology, and ceasing to deal with sys- 
tematic zoology. 

The recognition of the usefulness of the 
Zoological Record, as planned by Dr. Giin- 
ther, coupled with the resolution of Dr. 
Dohrn to give up systematic zoology, were 
sufficient to justify the Zoological Society in 
carrying on the Record very much on the 
old lines; and though, as has before this 
been urged in these columns, greater atten- 
tion might well be given in a zoological 
record to anatomy and morphology than has 
been customary with the English year-book, 
the great features of this publication— 
accuracy in quotation, and an almost 
quixotic attention to completeness of work- 
manship—are of such value in a book of 
reference that we should not have com- 
plained if the work had exactly followed 
the old lines. 

An attempt has, however, been made 
to improve the Record by prefixing an intro- 
ductory portion, which, as we are informed 
in somewhat grandiose language, deals with 
text-books and synthetic memoirs, contri- 
butions to the theory of organic evolution, 
and concrete studies on such general sub- 
jects as protoplasm, the cell, oogenesis, 
spermatogenesis, and the like. We will 
remember the reverentia que debetur pueris, 
and remark only of this first attempt to give 
a general view that if it is to be of any use 
at all the majority of the works quoted 
should have been seen (of the twenty 
general works quoted on p. 5, only five have 
been seen by the recorder); secondly, the 
titles should be quoted with some degree 
(a) of accuracy (one of those quoted— 
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Prof. W. N. Parker’s translation of Wieders- 
heim’s text-book—is said to have 270 pp., 
whereas, as a matter of fact, it has 345) 
and (4) of bibliographical method (the 
work just mentioned is again quoted on the 
following page as having 270 figs., and the 
number of pages it is supposed to contain is 
not stated). Prof. Howes’s ‘ Atlas’ is quoted 
thus: ‘‘Howes, G. B. Biological Atlas. 
London: Macmillan & Co.” Neither form, 
number of plates, nor date of publication 
(which, by the way, is 1885, not 1886) is 
given. Such a quotation as the following 
should never have been allowed to pass, 
whereas, indeed, there are many as bad: 
‘‘Schoedler, F. Das Buch der Natur. 22 
verbess. Auf. Braunschweig: 1886, Th. ii, 
623 pp., gr. 8vo. 683 figs. and 1 pl.” On 
p- 21 we find “Dallinger, W. H. Re- 
searches on Cell-nucleus. J. R. Micr. Soc. 
vi. pp. 195-207, 3 pls.” Here the title is 
an invention of the recorder. The paper 
quoted is only called ‘ President’s Address.’ 
It is not necessary to characterize work of 
this kind. 

Mr. Beddard directs attention in his 
preface to the revision and enlargement 
of the list of ‘‘ Zoological Periodicals.” 
When we turned to this, which comes 
at the commencement of the volume, 
we thought immediately of one of those 
phrases which have been invented for our 
daily use; but, though it is not true 
that here ‘Ireland stops the way,” a 
most choice Hibernicism does: the top 
of the page carries the words, ‘List of 
the Principal Abbreviated Titles of Jour- 
nals, &c., consulted by the Recorders,” and 
the bottom the words, ‘‘ Those periodicals 
marked with an asterisk are no longer pub- 
lished.”” Looking on, we came to a journal 
which is, exceptionally, said to have been 
published from 1833 to 1879; this gave us 
hope, and we went on looking for some in- 
formation about the death of Queen Anne, but 
we came instead on prophecy, for we found 
in the list an American journal of which the 
first number was published in America in 
September, 1887. We fail to see the use 
of enlargements of this kind. A little more 
care given to the reading of the proofs, the 
insertion of more of the works that were 
consulted, and the assimilation of the method 
of quotation would have been a better occu- 
pation for the editor’s time. 

With regard to the proof-reading in 
general, never, it is sad to say, has it been 
worse in any volume of the Record; indeed, 
we believe there are more misprints in this 
than in all the preceding twenty-two volumes 
put together. On p. 8 of the record of 
echinoderms the punctuation is such that 
it is quite impossible to know who de- 
scribed the new species of Caudina or 
Ankyroderma. The recorder of Crustacea 
quotes: ‘**Skuse, F. A. British Stalk- 
eyed Crustacea and Spiders. London: 
1886, 8vo., 128 pp.” ; the recorder of arach- 
nids writes: ‘“‘Skuse, F. A. British Stalk- 
eyed Crustacea and Spiders. With an 
Account of their Structure, Classification, 
and Habitats. London: Sonnenschein, 
1886.” Now it is clear that one recorder 
18 more wrong bibliographically than the 
other ; which is which hardly matters, since 
both are wrong in quoting the book at all, 
as it bears date 1887. 

Only one more fault have we left to find, 





but it is the most serious of all: Mr. 
J. Arthur Thomson, the new recorder of 
colenterates, has had the courage to report 
on the additions to their literature and to 
calmly leave Mr. Quelch’s important report 
on the corals collected by the Challenger 
without stating the names of one of the sixty- 
two new species, or giving any indications 
of the additions that voyage made toour know- 
ledge of the geographical distribution of the 
group. The names of the new genera are 
cited, but no reference is given to the pages 
on which they are described, and among 
those so cited five are names which were 
given and diagnosed in 1884. The enume- 
ration of the names of all new species has 
been one of the chief features of preceding 
volumes of the Record, as it is of most of the 
reports in the present volume, and their 
omission from that on ccelenterates will 
necessitate the whole work being done over 
again in next year’s report. Remarks of the 
same kind apply to the report on Protozoa ; 
an example will justify this severe judg- 
ment. On p. 19 we find ‘ Cyclanura, n.g. 
(Stokes, A. C.).” On turning to ‘‘ Stokes, 
A.C.,” we find the titles of eight papers, but 
no statement as to which contained a de- 
scription of this new genus. Casting our 
eye up the same page as that which con- 
tains these titles, we find that from the third 
and fourth titles the page on which the 
communications are to be found is omitted, 
the author of the fifth is called ‘‘Schum- 
berger’ for Schlumberger, and the title of 
the sixth is misquoted. 

As to the other parts of the Record by 
new hands, it is enough to remark that the 
Arachnida are handled in quite unskilled 
fashion, and that such a gross misprint as 
‘‘Scorponidea” is repeated in the table of 
contents; the important index to genera is 
not, at any rate, quite complete, for sixteen 
names at least are omitted, and it is in- 
accurate, for more than one genus is referred 
to the wrong author. 

Of the reports from older hands little 
space is left to speak; they nearly all 
chronicle important advances in zoological 
knowledge, and that in a manner which 
is easily understood. Among mammals 
paleontologists, as in recent years, offer 
most for reflection. It is pleasant to see that 
the consecutive parts of the comprehensive 
work on birds which is ordinarily called a 
part of ‘Bronn’s Klassen und Ordnungen’ 
are, in the hands of Dr. Gadow, being pub- 
lished with something like regularity. The 
parietal eye of reptiles is, of course, the great 
feature in our knowledge of these instructive 
vertebrates. Dr. Giinther’s ‘ Introduction to 
the Study of Fishes’ has been translated into 
German. The reporter on tunicates, Prof. 
Herdman, was almost as active in writing on 
his favourite forms in 1886 as in previous 
years. The labours of conchologists require 
no fewer than 102 pages for their chronicle, 
while the entomologists need 330! The 
recorder is quite justified in directing parti- 
cular attention to M. Fabre’s interesting 
essays on the habits of insects. 

We have had to take somewhat unfavour- 
able notice of some portions of the present 
volume ; its successors will, we hope, prove 
that its failings are due only to a want of 
appreciation of what is required from those 
who make themselves responsible for a work 


of this kind. All the wealth of the Society | 


| and all the prestige of the Record will not 
be able to bear the burden of another such 
as this, and it is because we are grateful 
both to the recorders and to their present 
supporters that we have cited evidence in 
support of our judgment that more care must 
be exercised for the future. 








GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES, 


Cot. WoovtHorPE, C.B., has been deputed to 
this country, under the orders of the Indian 
Foreign Department, on special duty in con- 
nexion with the completion of the report on Col. 
Lockhart’s mission to the Hindu Kush khanates. 
Col. Woodthorpe was the survey officer attached 
to the mission, and the information he gained 
will be of geographical interest apart from its 
bearing on the political aspect of the Central 
Asian question. 

The bridge by which the Transcaspian Rail- 
way will cross the Oxus at Charjui is a feature 
which did not enter into the original project. 
It was constructed simply for the transport of 
material by M. Balinsky, the engineer, but the 
railway directors have determined to use it for 
the trains, and it is estimated that it will last 
about ten years, after which it will be replaced 
by a more permanent structure. The total length 
from bank. to bank is 3,845 métres; but the river 
is broken up into one main and three subsidiary 
channels at this point, and the intervening islands 
will be utilized for the supports. The rails are 
only between five and six feet above the level 
of the river in flood time. 

The Palestine Exploration Fund have warned 
mapsellers against selling a popular German atlas 
which contains a map of Palestine described by 
them as a ‘‘colourable imitation” of the map 
published by the Fund. This should be gratify- 
ing news to English publishers of maps. 
similar interdict on the part of German publishers 
would have much effect on the English map 
trade if it could be enforced. 

Messrs. Macmillan announce for immediate 
issue a shilling ‘ Geography of the British Isles,’ 
by Dr. Archibald Geikie, prepared in accordance 
with the plan of instruction advocated in his 
recently published ‘ Teaching of Geography.’ 
It is mainly designed for children who have 
already acquired an elementary knowledge of 
what geography is, not from class-books, but 
from practical instruction based on the topo- 
graphy of their own district. As the map is the 
essential groundwork of lessons in geography, 
this book is written as a kind of guide to the use 
of the map, and an elementary school atlas has 
been prepared by Messrs. Bartholomew, of Edin- 
burgh, in connexion with this series. Among 
other volumes in preparation are a ‘General 
Geography,’ by Dr. R. Mills, and an elementary 
book on maps and map-making, by Mr. Alfred 
Hughes. 

The Scottish Geographical Magazine publishes 
a paper by Mr. H. B. Guppy, in which Mr. 
Darwin’s theory of subsidence as affecting coral 
reefs is examined and declared to be no longer 
tenable, although the problem requires for its 
solution far more of careful and prolonged ob- 
servation than it has hitherto received. In the 
same periodical will be found a letter from Mr. 
H. O. Forbes (who has recently returned to this 
country) on his attempted ascent of Mount Owen 
Stanley ; aremonstrance from Dr. Schweinfurth 
against M. de Janko’s suggested solution of the 
Welle problem ; and an instructive article on 
‘The Partition of Central Africa,’ by Mr. Arthur 
Silva White. The last is illustrated by two maps 
by Mr. J. G. Bartholomew. 

Dr. Zintgraff, when last heard of, had estab- 
lished himself at the Elephant Lake, to the 
north-east of Mount Cameroons, and proposed 
to devote several weeks to a thorough explora- 
tion of the surrounding country.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES, 


Tue Forty-second Annual Report of the Director 
(Prof. E. Pickering) of the Astronomical Observa- 
tory of Harvard College has been issued. Several 
important accessions have been made to its re- 
sources during the past year, and the work has 
in consequence been considerably increased. 
Special attention has, as before, been devoted to 
stellar photometry ; and the wedge photometer 
(which was constructed under the superintend- 
ence of Prof. Pritchard, of Oxford, on the prin- 
ciple introduced by himself, though the details 
of the instrument have been somewhat modified) 
has been employed on zones of stars for this pur- 
pose. Observations of comets and other occa- 
sional phenomena have been made, but meridian 
work has been confined to the observations of 
stars for determination of time. Experiments 
have been made for the most suitable application 
of the funds left by the late Mr. Boyden for 
conducting astronomical observations at such a 
height as to be free, as far as possible, from the 
injurious effects due to the atmosphere. 

The orbit of the comet (a, 1888) which was 
discovered (by Mr. Sawerthal) at the Cape of 
Good Hope on the morning of the 19th ult. has 
been computed by Mr. Finlay, who finds that 
the perihelion passage will take place about the 
18th inst. at the distance from the sun of 0°68 in 
terms of the earth’s mean distance. The comet 
when discovered was just visible to the naked 
eye, and is now a little brighter, but as it is 
receding from the earth, it will soon become 
fainter again. Next week it will perhaps be 
visible in the northern hemisphere, but low in 
the heavens, and in the twilight of the early 
morning.

ARCHZOLOGICAL INSTITUTE.— March 1.—Earl 
Percy, President, in the chair.—Dr. Hopkins read a 
paper ‘On the English Medieval Church Organ,’ 
dealing with its history from the fourth to the 
middle of the seventeenth century, and bringing a 
large array of documentary evidence in illustration 
of his remarks. After pointing out how much con- 
fusion has been caused by the untrustworthy ac- 
counts of early organs—the result chiefly of mis- 
translations—the author spoke of the construction 
of the organ in ancient times, and went on to show 
its gradual growth and use. The musical scale or 
compass of the early centuries of the Christian era, 
and its extension as time went on, brought up the 
question of notation, or written music. The practice 
of the Greeks and Romans, and the alterations made 
by Pope Gregory the Great (550-604), were described, 
and further elucidated by diagrams. From this point 
Dr. Hopkins carried his subject on chronologically, 
illustrating it from time to time by extracts from 
documents and careful descriptions of the details 
of a “pair of organs” of different periods. Special 
attention should be called to the treatise on organs 
by the eleventh century monk Theophilus, inasmuch 
as by its aid the ancient description of the remark- 
able tenth century organ erected in Winchester 
Cathedral by Elphege is rendered intelligible. To 
Dr. Hopkins is due the credit of first unravelling 
the meaning of this account, and the analysis of 
it which he gave to the meeting showed how 
thoroughly he had mastered the subject. The in- 
ventories of church goods made in 1552 indicate 
how few organs existed in churches in that year ; 
and it would appear from constitutions issued in the 
Middle Ages that an organ was not a necessary piece 
of church furniture, and was not considered as such 
by law in the sixteenth century any more than it is 
at the present day. The date of the introduction of 
the different chromatic notes was given by Dr. Hop- 
kins, and many notices of the cost of making or 
mending organs at different periods. The meaning 
of the expressions “ pair of organs” and “ two pair 
of organs” was explained; and _ the “portative,” 
“positive,” and “regals’’ were dilated upon.—Mr. 
T. H. Baylis read some notes upon certain early 
— monuments at Kirkmandrine, Wigton- 
shire. 





LINNEAN.—Warch 1.—Mr. Carruthers, President, 
in the chair.—The following gentlemen were elected 
Fellows: Messrs. J. T. Baker, J. B. Farmer, H. P.

Ransom, who also showed some photographs of 
rare plants, many of them of the natural size.—Mr. 
J. E. Harting exhibited a coloured drawing, life size, 
of a South American game bird (the Rufous tinamu) 
which has been successfully introduced into this 
country at Brightlingsea, Essex, by Mr. J. Bateman, 
and made some remarks on its affinities, pecu- 
liarities of structure, and habits.—Prof. Mivart, Mr. 
Christy, and Mr. W. H. Hudson took part in a dis- 
cussion which followed, the last named giving some 
account of the bird from personal observation of 
its habits in the Argentine Republic.—A paper was 
read by Mr. E. G, Baker on a new genus of Cytinacez 
from Madagascar. This curious plant, to which the 
author has given the name of Botryocytinus, grows 
parasitically on the trunks of a tree of the natural 
order Hamamelidez. Its nearest ally is Cytinus, of 
which the best-known species grows on the roots 
of the cistuses of the Mediterranean basin. The 
Madagascar plant is without any stem, and the 





sessile flowers grow in clusters, surrounded by an 
involucre. Each cluster is unisexual, and the ovary 
is unicellular, with about a dozen parietal placentx 
and innumerable minute ovules. it was discovered 
during a recent exploration of the Sakalava country 
by the Rev. R. Baron, of the London Missionary 
Society —The next paper, by Mr. J. F. Cheeseman 
(communicated by Sir J. Hooker), was entitled 
‘Notes on the Fauna and Flora of the Kermadec 
Islands,’ and, as regards the flora, might be con- 
sidered as supplementary to a paper on the flora of 
these islands published by Sir J. Hooker more than 
twenty years ago (Jowrnal Linn. Soc., 1856). These 
islands, situated about 450 miles north-east of New 
Zealand, between that country and Fiji, were shown 
to be of volcanic origin, with a fauna and flora re- 
sembling to a great extent those of New Zealand, 
A few land birds were noted as common to New 
Zealand ; and to the list of plants drawn up by Sir 
J. Hooker from collections made by Macgillivray 
several new species were added by Mr. Cheeseman, 
chiefly ferns—A discussion followed, and in illus- 
tration of Mr, Cheeseman’s remarks Mr. J. G. Baker 
exhibited specimens of a new endemic Duvallia 
closely allied to the well-known D, canariensis of 
the Canary Islands and Madeira, 





PHILOLOGICAL.—Warch 6.—Mr. A. J. Ellis in the 
chair.—Mr, F. T. Elworthy read a paper ‘On the 
Omissions, Redundancies, and Developments of the 
West Somerset Dialect.’ The board schools had not 
tended to destroy the dialect, but to develope it. 
A mother used to say, “ Lize ! = didn’t ought to 
a-wear'd your best shoes.” Eliza would answer, 
“ Well, mother, I wove my tothers ali last year, 
and they be a-wore out.”

RECENT PUBLICATIONS, 


Our National Cathedrals. Vol. I. (Ward, 
Lock & Co.)—It was a good idea to issue a 
ae and intelligently written account of the 

nglish cathedrals. The notice of each edifice 
is divided into two portions, the one of which 
deals with its ancient history, and also describes 
it and the leading persons connected with it ; 
the other gives its modern history, and de- 
scribes the restorations it has endured, so that 
no visitor, however ignorant of architecture, 
has an excuse for mistaking the new lamp for 
the old one. The compiler has more indulgence 
for the “ restoring clergy” and their architects 
than seems to us right, but it is fair to say that 
now and then censure, mild it may be, has not 
been spared. Thus, after judicious silence with 
regard to what has been done in obliterating 
time’s landmarks on Canterbury Cathedral, we 
find it stated: “A new Library was built in 
1867-8 over part of the site of the Great Dormi- 
tory, and unfortunately in this process some 
vaulting by the first Norman founder was de- 
stroyed, with the exception of a pillar or two 
and a portion of wall continuous with the 
Chapter House, forming part of the gable of the 
new Library. An attempt has been made to give 
a Norman design to this building.” Further on 
is: ‘In some respects the modern restoration of 
Canterbury is unsatisfactory.” We think so too, 
but our protests would be much more vigorous 
than those of the author. He is rather behind- 
hand in modern history. Having stated that “the 
feeling for Divine worship has not diminished, 
it has grown; the masses need all the gain they 
can get to their spiritual elevation by the grand 
effects of architecture ” (which is quite true), he 
is bold enough to add: ‘‘ Yet the supply is all 
too slight for the demand, and the welcome it 
would receive. The fault, we believe, lies in 


the selfishness of the rich, who pretending, it 
may be, to fear the destructiveness of socialists 
or the disestablishments of future times, hug to 
themselves the wealth,” &c. Yet the outlay 
upon church restoration amounts, according to 
a recent Parliamentary Paper, to several mil- 
lions, all contributed by the rich. Again, 
there is more than one error in the assertions 
that no really new cathedral has been built, with 
the exception of Truro, and that “rich Man- 
chester and Liverpool, our greatest commercial 
centres, have failed to make the attempt which 
even Cornwall is making.” It is not true that 
no new cathedrals have been built or are building 
(let Liverpool, Truro, and Cork bear witness 
to the contrary); and a score of old cathedrals 
have received attentions of the most costly kind, 
and huge sums have been expended in convert- 
ing great churches, like St. Alban’s, into cathe- 
drals, while it is an exception to find an ancient 
church on which far more has not been spent 
than it originally cost. 


Mr. Lewis Day’s book on the Planning of 
Ornament (Batsford), which contains many apt 
and well-drawn illustrations, is a highly compre- 
hensive, compact, and intelligent treatise on a 
subject which is more difficult to treat than out- 
siders are likely to think. It is a capital little 
book, from which no tyro (it is addressed to im- 
provable minds) can avoid gaining 2 good deal. 
We come now and then upon passages which 
puzzle us, thus: ‘‘The looser borders of the 
looser time of Louis XIV., XV., and XVI. 
[times which, by the way, differed a great 
deal] do everything they can to hide their 
construction ; but you may take it as a sign 
of artistic demoralization to be afraid of a 
straight line. Hogarth, who preached the ‘ Line 
of Beauty, was not exactly an apostle of the 
beautiful.” The first two sentences of this para- 
graph are admirable and admirably put, but that 
which we mark with italics is perplexing. Surely 
Mr. Day has not read Hogarth’s fine treatise! 
We are unable to account for the absence from 
his book of Gothic examples of the right mode 
of planning ornament. If there was a phase of 
art during which this mode of design was prac- 
tised with success, it was the Gothic, which is, 
above all others, the most flexible, generally 
applicable, and full of resource. Mr. Day is in 
the fashion in ‘‘ going in” for Japanese decora- 
tion ; but surely he has recognized in the finest 
and purest designs of that nation of artists the 
Gothic principles fully, if somewhat outland- 
ishly, applied. 








THE ROYAL ACADEMY.—WINTEK EXHIBITION. 
(Sixth and Concluding Notice.) 


WE must be brief in dealing with the great 
novelty of the season, the Renaissance sculp- 
tures in terra-cotta, bronze, and marble which 
make the Water-Colour Room unexpectedly 
attractive. The most important is the famous 
marble disc The Virgin, Child, and Little St. 
John (No. 38), by Michael Angelo. Surely the 
Catalogue ought to state its history. It was 
executed for Taddeo Taddei, the artist’s early 
friend and patron, and is believed to be men- 
tioned by Vasari. Late in the last century it 
was acquired by the painter Wicar ; and it was 
given to the Academy by Sir George Beaumont. 


were executed c. 1504, while the colossal 
‘David,’ with which they are almost identical 
in style, was in hand. 

Among the most interesting, because the least 
known, examples are a group of bas-reliefs, all 
representing the Virgin and Child in coloured 
gesso-duro, Nos. 1 to 6, and No. 21. The last 
belongs to Mr. W. Holman Hunt, and is some- 
what rashly ascribed to Donatello, as a number 
of works which radically differ from one another 
seem to be. Yet the passionate tenderness 
expressed by the Virgin’s action of laying her 
cheek against the brow of the Child, and pass- 








ing one arm round His neck, as He very lovingly 





There is a similar work in Florence, and both | 


caresses her, is irresistibly charming. The treat- 
ment of this bas-relief, a difficult and delicate 
element of the technique, is admirable. The 
design of No. 35, belonging to Mr. Drury Fort- 
num, is almost identical with that of No. 21. 
The bas-relief, No. 11, of the same subject in 
enamelled terra-cotta is quite modern, and has 
no claim to be genuine. Hardly less question- 
able is No. 40, the same subject in white marble, 
and bearing, of course, the name of Donatello (!), 
to whose work it has but a faint resemblance, 
It is, however, pretty. 

The Florentine charm, naiveté, and sweetness 
of the Virgin’s face in most of the examples 
must be studied to be appreciated. The 
heads are evidently all portraits of lovely 
and ingenuous girls. No. 2, which belongs to 
Mr. G. P. Boyce, and Mr. Fortnum’s No. 3 
were probably taken from the same Florentine 
maiden. We have little doubt that Mino da 
Fiesole produced the type of both of them, if 
not the works themselves, which are probably 
not quite so old as his time. The Virgin in 
No. 4 is almost Teutonic (one of those exceptional 
girls to be met with among Florentine damsels) 
with her fair hair, ruddy carnations, plump con- 
tours, and somewhat voluptuous expression. 
No. 5, which is called a Donatello, looks like 
a Neapolitan, and her expression is gay, 
her colour very rich and tender, and her 
crisp hair dark; she is draped in beautiful 
tissues of Oriental patterns. The Virgin in 
No. 6 is of the same type as Nos. 2 and 3, 
but not from the same maiden. Similar 
features are to be found in heads by Rossellino. 
The general look of No. 6 is distinctly 
Venetian, while the coloration of the work is 
markedly so in its association of white with red 
and wealth of golden embroideries. The Child 
in this work is intensely like His tender and 
sunny-faced mother, while the faces of the 
charming cherubs behind the group are full of 
joy. The artist who added to this delightful 
group the glowing parti-coloured wings de- 
lighted in gay and beautiful hues. The smooth 
features, small eyes, thin nose, and globose brow 
of several of the Florentine Virgins named above 
(we see the same features in the portraits of 
Isotta da Rimini) occur in the marble bas-relief 
(Mrs. F. P. Cockerell’s) No. 43, which, lovely as 
it is, should never have been attributed to so 
robust an artist as Donatello. The face and air 
of Mr. T. G. Parry’s No. 41 are wisely ascribed 
to Mino da Fiesole ; they are, as this artist’s 
works tend to be, quite Raphaelesque in style 
and sentiment. The same type obtains in 
No. 39, which, not unfairly, bears the name of 
Rossellino, and the motive of the design is 
almost florid. 

Nos. 1 and 4 show the Cardellino, so fre- 
quent in pictures and mostly used by Floren- 
tines. In No. 1 the Virgin is either adoring 
Christ or, what is much more likely, teaching 
Him to pray. If so this design is a curiously 
early example of an artist treating the subject 
as a piece of genre. In Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, and 23 
we observe the cruciform nimbus. In No. 21 
the nimbi are both punctured in rich patterns. 
In No. 8 a nimbus is incised with radial lines 
having dots at their extremities, exactly as 
in certain pictures which suggest the disc-like 
character of the nimbus, for instance, in the 
frescoes of Masolino di Panicale. The surface 
of No. 4 has been varnished with a deplorable 
effect. The colours of No. 5 have been much 
injured by rash washing. No. 44 (in alabaster) 
is the only example of a Gothic type, and much 
older than those mentioned above. No. 43 (com- 
pare it with No. 39) is more like a Rossellino 
than a Donatello, and Donatello, as we have 
said, really cannot be credited with examples so 
thoroughly diverse as those which bear his name 
here, from the famous and beautiful St. Cecilia 
(28), belonging to the Earl of Wemyss, and 
carved in slate, to No. 36, bust of a female, well 
known and always admired for its morbidezza, 





and Desiderio’s Virgin and Child (35), which, 
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despite the Catalogue, is far from reminding 
us of Donatello or his school ; it is charming, 
but in quite another and thoroughly peculiar 
type and style. We have not much confidence 
in Nos. 12 and 14 being due to Della Robbia’s 
school. The internal evidence that the intensely 
interesting bust in terra-cotta, No. 10, lent by 
Mr. Fortnum, is a cast from a mould taken from 
the dead face of Lorenzo de’ Medici is absolutely 
irresistible. It is an iron face, with enormous 
animalism. The more flexible features, i.¢., the 
eyelids and lips, have obviously been modelled 
with a tool, while the brow and cheeks repeat the 
surfaces of the mould and the dead magnijfico’s 
visage. 

In cases are great numbers of plaques, medals, 
medallions, statuettes, heads in the round, bas- 
reliefs proper, knockers, candlesticks, lamps, 
salt-cellars, inkstands, breast jewels, seals, and 
cameos, the works of various Italian, French, 
German, Low Country, and Spanish artists, in 
gold, silver, bronze, boxwood, lead, and wax. 
They are far too numerous for detailed criticism 
in these columns. We must, therefore, be con- 
tent with recommending them to the reader as 
fit to illustrate the toreutic and plastic arts of 
several centuries following those when Gothic 
design flourished. 





NOTES FROM CYPRUS. 
Kuklia, Papho, Feb. 18, 1888. 

In my last report I was able to state that work 
had been begun upon the site of the ancient 
Paphos. A fortnight has now passed, and 
though our work has not been of a nature to 
produce many important discoveries at once, 
even from this point of view it has been satis- 
factory, while it also shows that there is every 
reason to believe that a thorough excavation will 
fully repay us. 

Mr. Hogarth and Mr. James are at present 
here; we have as yet no answer from the 
Government in reply to our request for permis- 
sion to dig upon more than one site, and we are 
therefore compelled to devote our attention en- 
tirely to Paphos. Here, however, we have found 
enough work to keep us employed in the mean- 
while. Upon the site of the great temple itself 
we have made numerous trenches, descending 
for the most part to the solid rock. We have 
thus found various pavements and walls ; some 
of the latter are of deep foundation and good 
construction, and will, I trust, enable us to re- 
construct, at least in part, the plan of the 
temple. We hope next week to begin clearing 
the site completely of earth; this is not an im- 
possible task, as the foundations are not in many 
places at any considerable depth below the sur- 
face. The inscriptions we have found are inter- 
esting in themselves, and seem to promise a rich 
harvest as our work proceeds. We have already 
unearthed eleven Greek and two Cypriote in- 
scriptions ; to these may be added three others 
which were lying on the surface, but apparently 
had never before been read. In the village have 
been found about twenty more, a few of which 
have been already published, but in almost all 
cases with so much inaccuracy that a new pub- 
lication is necessary. Most of the inscriptions 
we have dug out have been on the bases of 
statues of the Ptolemaic period, and throw some 
light upon the history of that time. One was 
on the pedestal of the statue erected by the 
Paphians to Tiberius in gratitude for his re- 
building their temple. Another is a letter of 
Antiochus to Ptolemy Alexander concerning 
certain Seleucians who had done a service to his 
father. The most interesting, perhaps, is a re- 
cord of the contributors to the ’EAawoypioriav. 
Two statues have been found, one small and 
rude in style, the other in poor condition and of 
a late period. Thus there is some promise of a 
tangible return for our expenditure as well as 
of an increase in our knowledge of the site. 

_. We have meanwhile been trying various tomb 
sites in the neighbourhood. In this work we have 
received great help from our chief overseer, 





Georghi Ali Georghi, whose local knowledge and 
sagacity are extraordinary. We have found many 
graves, of various periods, but unfortunately a 
large number had been rifled in Roman times. 
Most of the pottery is of the Cypriote type, 
ornamented with concentric rings. But we do 
not yet seem to have found the place of the 
earlier tombs, though one ‘‘ Mycenze” vase 
seemed to point to their proximity. We have 
found one stele with rough volutes, another with 
an ornament in blue and red paint and a Cypriote 
inscription. 

Thus we have already some progress to report, 
and have every reason to hope that our dis- 
coveries may improve as we go on.

Fine-Art Gossiy, 


WE are glad to hear that Messrs. Macmillan 
will publish immediately a book on ‘Roman 
Literature in relation to Roman Art,’ by the 
Rev. Robert Burn, Fellow of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and author of the well-known ac- 
count of Rome and the Campagna. Mr. Burn 
deals in five essays with ‘‘ Roman Portrait 
Sculpture”; ‘‘ National and Historical Ten- 
dency”; ‘“ Composite and Colossal Art”; “Tech- 
nical Finish and Luxurious Refinement”; and 
‘*Romano-Greek Architecture.” 

THE annual conversazione of the Students of 
the National Art-Training Schools, South Ken- 
sington, will be held in the museum of that 
place on the 14th inst., at 7 P.M. 

Mr. James CuapMAn, of Windsor, an early 
friend of Constable, writes regarding that lack 
of patronage and employment on which we com- 
mented while reviewing the current Grosvenor 
Exhibition and the famous R. A.’s pictures there. 
He tells us: ‘‘ When I was a Student in the 
Royal Academy (which was at that time at 
Somerset House), I was one day, in the year ’33 
(or ’34, I forget which), looking at a moonlight 
picture by Constable, when the painter came up 
to me and said, ‘ Well, Chapman, you are study- 
ing my moonlight?’ LI said, ‘ Yes, I am admir- 
ing it.’ He then asked me if I had seen the 
criticism in the Times respecting it. I replied 
I had not. He said, ‘They consider it a greater 
piece of lunacy than ever.’ I said, ‘No doubt 
they considered it a good opportunity for 
attempting an indifferent pun.’ ‘ Well!’ he 
continued, ‘now mark what I say. They accuse 
me of sprinkling my pictures with a whitewash 
brush ; but the time will come—I may not live to 
see it, but you may—when you will find that my 
pictures will kill all the others near them. These 
whites and glittering spots which they dis- 
like will tone down, and, without losing their 
purpose, time will harmonize them with the 
rest.’ There was a few years back at the 
Academy Winter Exhibition one of Constable’s 
pictures hanging next a Claude ; on looking at 
both the words which Constable uttered many 
years ago came back to my mind at once.” It 
was in 1832 Constable exhibited ‘ Moonlight’ as 
No. 286 at the Academy. 

Mr. Norman Macsetu, who died on the 
28th ult. in London, where he had lived for 
many years, was born at Aberdeen in 1822, 
educated in art at the Trustees’ School in Edin- 





burgh, in which city he worked as a portrait 
painter, and soon attained an honourable position. 
He was employed to take the likenesses of a 
large proportion of his neighbours of the clerical, 
medical, and legal professions. He was elected 
an Associate of the Scottish Academy in 1870, 
and a R.S.A. in 1880. He contributed occa- 
sionally to the Royal Academy from 1863 
onwards. In 1869 he removed to London. 
His sons Messrs. R. W. and James Macbeth 
have achieved distinction as artists in many 
ways.

Messrs. Bovussop, Vatapon & Co. intend to 
hold, during the current month, an exhibition 
of oil paintings made by Mr. J. Haynes Williams 
from historic rooms in the Palace of Foniaine- 
bleau. 

OnE of the good customs of French artistic 
life is being adopted in London. The late Mr. 
H. W. Sweny, a journalist and writer upon art, 
was found on October 22nd last fearfully in- 
jured in the street near his house in the Fulham 
Road. He died in a few days without recover- 
ing consciousness, and nothing is known of the 
cause of this fatality; but he seemed to have been 
maltreated during an attempt at robbery. His 
widow and six children being unprovided for, 
his artistic friends formed a committee to aid 
them, by obtaining subscriptions and gifts of 
pictures to be sold for their benefit. The Society 
of British Artists has lent the rooms in Suffolk 
Street for an exhibition of these gifts, which 
include works by Sir F. Leighton, Sir J. D. 
Linton, and Messrs. Whistler, F. Goodall, E. 
Ellis, G. C. Kilburne, C. W. Wyllie, D. Law, S. 
Lucas, W. Linnell, S. E. Waller, E. Parton, 
E. B. Leighton, A. Waterhouse, K. Halswelle, 
Fulleylove, W. L. Wyllie, E. A. Goodall, 
W. P. Frith, and C. Heffner. The private view 
of these contributions is appointed for to-day 
(Saturday). 

Ir is announced that the Queen will contri- 
bute to the fine-art department of the forth- 
coming International Exhibition at Glasgow. 
Amongst the works of art which Her Majesty 
proposes to lend are portraits of Mary, Queen 
of Scots, and Lord Darnley. 

Mr. F. G. Corman’s drawings of ‘‘ Views 
around London” may be seen, on and after Mon- 
day next, at Messrs. Dowdeswell’s gallery, 160, 
New Bond Street. The private view is appointed 
for to-day (Saturday). 

On the 14th inst. the Graphic Society will 
meet as usual at University College, and a col- 
lection of the works of Samuel Cousins will be 
on view during the evening. 

A CorrEsPonDeENT tells us that the Clifton 
Downs Committee have on fvot a scheme for 
destroying the British-Roman camp that crowns 
Observatory Hill. The camp, which is rich in 
interest in spite of previous vandalism, is well 
known to antiquaries, and one of England's 
historical landmarks will be destroyed when 
this is levelled into a pathway. 

Durinc the demolitions now in course of pro- 
gress at the foot of the Aventine, near S. Maria 
in Cosmedin, a large arch has been discovered 
built of massive blocks of tufa, and three and a 
half metres wide. Under this arch passed a 
Roman road, of which the pavement has been 
found. Hard by have been discovered very 
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ancient constructions built upon the rock, 
which are thought to be remains of the wall of 
Servius Tullius. The arch is supposed to be 
the ancient Porta Trigemina, and the road in 
that case would be the Clivus Publicius. 


Unper the Porta Salara have been found 
during the recent explorations both inscriptions 
and tombs. One of these inscriptions is of 
great value, as it is a fragment of the Roman 
calendar, giving the feasts from the 14th to the 
2ist of August. 

A mEmorRIAL to the First Lord of the Treasury, 
praying that a building suitable for the national 
portrait collection may be erected, is almost 
ready for signature. It will be exhibited at 
various public places, that those who sympathize 
with the proposal may append their names. 
The portraits are unsuited to Bethnal Green. 
At the same time a Correspondent points out 
to us that we were wrong in saying the building 
is lighted with gas. The electric light is used. 

A PAINTER well known in Germany, Prof. 
Paul Gropius, born 1821, died at the beginning 
of this month at Berlin. 

THE excavations on the Acropolis, at the 
south-east angle of the Parthenon, have resulted 
further in a discovery of the highest import- 
ance. At a depth of about four métres from 
the present level, near the new Acropolis 
Museum, has been found the bearded head of 
a man of heroic size, carved in Poros stone, 
well preserved, and retaining a covering of rich 
and brilliant colouring. The hair and beard are 
(as usual) painted blue and the face red. What 
is remarkable, however, is that the pupils of the 
eyes are not only painted in, but also delineated 
with the chisel. This head, which forms one 
of the most ancient sculptures ever found upon 
the Acropolis, will attract considerable attention 
both from the style of workmanship and the 
material of which it is made. It appears to be 


the head of a triton, the rest of the body, in the 
form of a serpent ending in the tail of a fish, 
having been found a few days before near the 


same place. 

Dr. ScHLIEMANN has begun his excavations 
at Ramleh near the railway station and close to 
the sea, in order to discover the remains of the 
palace of Cleopatra. He has already come 
upon three steps which he thinks belonged to 
the palace, but he intends to continue digging 
to a depth of fourteen métres. The work has 
been much hindered by the inflowing water. 


THE collection of English water-colour draw- 
ings formed, according to their custom of many 
years’ standing, by Messrs. T. Agnew & Sons at 
the Old Bond Street Galleries possesses attrac- 
tions for lovers of the art. Among nearly 
three hundred, the following have exceptional 
merits where none is without great value. 
No. 2 is D. Cox’s ‘Near Bettws-y-Coed,’ 
a view of .a woody road, with abundance of 
rich verdure and charming pearly tints. By 
the same is ‘A Storm in Wales’ (7), a capital 
specimen of his power to deal with tremendous 
masses of cloud, gloomy shadows, and pallid 
lustre. The former drawing shows the better 
art, but the latter is the more impressive 
and pathetic. Turner’s famous drawing of 
‘Northampton’ (8) during election troubles 
would, so passionate are the attitudes and 
expressions of groups about the speakers 
from high platforms, serve, with altered cos- 
tumes and architecture, very well to illustrate 
Mr. Browning’s lines which describe how Tau- 
rello Salinguerra and Ecelin were entrapped at 
Verona :— 


How old Boniface, 
Old Azzo caught us in its market-place, 
He by that pillar, I at this—caught each 
In mid swing, more than fury ot his speech, 
Egging the rabble on to disavow 
Allegiance to their Marquis—Bacchus, how 
They boasted ! 


The picture is a masterpiece of sunlight paint- 
ing and house -drawing. It was a feat of 
supreme audacity or rare subtlety on Turner's 





part to paint his figures all in pure red or 
yellow. ‘The Last Loads’ (17), by Mr. R. 
Stevens, a harvest scene, is most ably drawn. 
The ‘Kenilworth Castle’ (22) is one of De 
Wint’s best productions, broad, simple, clear, 
and in style characteristically massive. : 
Cox’s ‘Meeting of the Waters’ (32), a river 
scene, has a majestic effect and beautiful colour. 
Copley Fielding’s ‘ Portsmouth’ (39) is unusually 
sincere, and unconventional. There is charming 
sentiment in ‘The Quarry Woods’ (46) of Mr. 
A. Rixon, a placid Thames scene, with the 
shining river, tree-clad banks, and verdurous 
meadows. Cox’s ‘Knaresborough Castle’ (48) 
is a noble drawing of the ruin on the height. 
Very solid, rich, and luminous is No. 99, Sir 
J. D. Linton’s ‘ Marguerite,’ a handsome, sump- 
tuously clad maiden musing; it is one of his 
least pretending and most animated pictures. 
We have room for the following names only of 
excellent drawings: ‘ Bossiney Bay’ (110), by 
Mr. S. P. Jackson ; ‘ Beachey Head’ (117), by 
Mr. H. G. Hine; Mr. R. Dudley’s ‘ Fountain 
of Charles V.’ (122); D. Cox’s ‘ Lancaster’ (129) ;

THE WEEK. 


Sr. JAMES’s HALL,—The Bach Choir. London Symphony 
Concerts. 


Great as the services to music of the 
Bach Choir have been during the twelve 
years of its existence, it has seldom given 
a performance of such interest and import- 
ance as that of Thursday in last week. The 
principal mission of a society of this kind, 
not wholly dependent upon public favour 
for support, is the production or revival of 
works not likely to be heard elsewhere, and 
the first and last of the four items constitut- 
ing the programme on the present occasion 
come under this category. The last time 
that Purcell’s opera ‘ Dido and 7ineas’ was 
heard in London was at a performance of 
the Gluck Society, under Mr. Malcolm Law- 
son, on July 10th, 1878. At that time, 
however, some numbers of the music were 
wanting, and the complete work has only 
just been printed by Messrs. Novello, Ewer 
& Co., from scores now in the possession of 
Mr. W. H. Cummings and Sir Frederic 
Ouseley, both of which contain the missing 
music. In order rightly to estimate the 
value of ‘Dido and Aineas’ as illustrating 
Purcell’s genius it is necessary to bear in 
mind the special conditions under which it 
was written. A composer would be scarcely 
likely to employ the full resources of his 
art on a work intended for performance at 
a boarding school; but ‘ Dido and Aineas’ 
was called into existence for this purpose. 
All authorities agree as to this; but it 
appears that Sir John Hawkins was wrong 
in setting down Purcell’s age at nineteen at 





the time. A libretto in the library of the 
Royal College of Music has on the title-page 
‘‘an opera performed at Mr. Josias Priest’s 
boarding’ school at Chelsey by young gentle- 
women.” It appears from the Gazette that 
Priest’s establishment was removed from 
Leicester Fields to Chelsea in 1680, when 
Purceil was twenty-two years old. The 
error, however, is not of any great conse- 
quence, even if it be an error, which is by 
no means certain. ‘Dido and A‘neas’ was 
unquestionably performed at Chelsea, but 
there is no evidence to prove that it was 
first produced there. At the same time the 
music itself is so independent of existing 
English models that one can scarcely imagine 
it to have proceeded from the pen of a mere 
youth. Spoken dialogue is entirely discarded, 
and the recitatives are written with much 
boldness and freedom as well as natural 
insight into dramatic effect. Purcell was, 
indeed, far in advance of his time; in his 
subsequent works for the regular stage he 
had to submit to the existing conditions, 
which were unfavourable to the manifesta- 
tion of genuine dramatic power. But the 
lyrical numbers of his only real opera are 
equally remarkable for beauty, and, where 
needed, either pathos or vigour. He seems 
to have become more and more inspired by 
his theme as he proceeded, in spite of Nahum 
Tate’s doggerel verses; the best numbers 
are all in the latter part of the work, though 
even in the first scene are numerous touchesof 
genius. We may instance Dido’s recitative, 
No. 5, in which a remarkable effect is pro- 
duced by an unexpected 4 flat in bar eight, 
and the chorus ‘‘ To the hills and the vales.” 
The witches’ music in the second scene is 
wonderfully graphic, and so superior to 
Locke’s ‘Macbeth’ music that it is diffi- 
cult to give any credence to the arguments 
in favour of Purcell’s authorship of the 
latter. The third act is masterly from the 
first note to the last, and remarkably varied, 
having regard to the limitations by which 
composers of this period were confined. The 
breezy sailor’s song and chorus, the witches’ 
triumph, the passionate parting duet of the 
lovers, and, above all, Dido’s song, ‘‘ When 
I am laid in earth,” and the final chorus, 
‘“‘With drooping wings,” show the hand 
of a great musical inventor. Had Purcell 
lived to witness and share in the establish- 
ment of opera in London, the whole course 
and current of English music in the eigh- 
teenth century might have been changed, 
and the predilection in favour of foreign art, 
from the blighting effects of which we are 
only just recovering, never have had an 
existence. 

Leaving such speculations, however, we 
will pass on to consider the remainder of 
the Bach Choir Concert. It is understood 
that the engagement of the young Moravian 
violinist Friulein Marie Soldat was due to 
Dr. Villiers Stanford. She was a pupil of 
Herr Joachim, which accounts, probably, for 
her choice of Brahms’s Concerto, a work 
which in a special degree may be said to 
belong tothe great Hungarian artist. Among 
violin concertos it is far from being the most 
effective for the solo player ; it is rather a 
fine orchestral symphony with a solo part 
superadded, not essential to the structure, 
and at times even unpleasant to the ear. 
The difficulties are frequently out of propor- 
tion to the esthetic result, and it is giving 
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the young débutante the highest praise to 
say that she triumphed over them in a 
manner which aroused the enthusiasm of the 
critical audience. Her style is broad and 
intellectual rather than sentimental, and 
her tone almost as rich and full as that of 
herinstructor. Whether she would beequally 
successful in works requiring more of the 
suaviter in modo remains to be proved; 
enough that the impression she created was 
almost as great as that produced by her 
gifted countrywoman Madame Néruda on 
her first appearance nineteen years ago. 
Of Dr. Stanford’s Elegiac Ode it is scarcely 
necessary to say more than that it improves 
with every successive hearing. It is some- 
what strange that Walt Whitman’s strained 
and morbid verses should have afforded 
material for musical inspiration; but the 
point cannot be disputed, and we can re- 
iterate the opinion we expressed on hear- 
ing the work at the Norwich Festival 
of 1884 (Atheneum, No. 2973), that it is 
the best thing the composer has written. 
The name of Beethoven gave peculiar 
interest to the last item in the programme. 
The Handelian overture known as ‘ Die 
Weihe des Hauses,’ which the composer 
wrote for the opening of the Josephstadt 
Theatre in Vienna in 1822, is familiar 
enough in our concert-rooms, but it appears 
that he also contributed a soprano solo and 
chorus to words by Meisl for the same 
occasion. The piece was not performed, 
a selection from ‘The Ruins of Athens’ 
being substituted. It is included in the 
supplementary volume of the master’s works 
recently published by Messrs. Breitkopf & 
Hirtel, who printed the orchestral parts 
especially for this concert. The verses are 
light and joyous, being, in fact, merely an 
invitation to youth to enjoy the pleasures 
of the dance. At this time Beethoven was 
well advanced in his ‘‘ third manner’”’; but, 
as we know from other examples, he could 
at will transform himself from a giant to a 
child, and the music of this Schlusschor is as 
simple and tuneful as it could well be, the 
dance rhythm being maintained with scarcely 
a check. The performances of the various 
works at this admirable concert reflected 
great credit on the conductor, Dr. Villiers 
Stanford, whose musicianly judgment was 
reflected as much in the execution as in the 
selection of the programme. It is not 
necessary to refer individually to the efforts 
of the soloists, Mesdames Williams, Thudi- 
chum, F. Clark, and Anna Russell, and 
Messrs. Bernard Lane, Thorndike, and 
Killey, as they all gave entire satisfaction. 
The second season of Mr. Henschel’s 
Symphony Concerts came to an end on Tues- 
day evening, when an English composer 
occupied the foremost position in the pro- 
gramme. Mr. Cowen, who conducted his 
Symphony in F, may be congratulated on 
the fact that he is the only native musician 
who was deemed worthy of such an honour 
during the past series of concerts. It should 
also be mentioned to his credit that the 
work stands the test of repetition exceedingly 
well; the third and fourth movements cer- 
tainly improve on acquaintance, and the 
charming allegretto retains its freshness, 
though it was not well played on Tuesday. 
A mature estimate of the symphony would 
place it nearer the ‘Scandinavian’ than at 
first seemed justifiable, but we must still 





regard it as inferior to that work in spon- 
taneity of ideas. The next item was Liszt’s 
symphonic poem ‘Tasso (Lamento e 
Trionfo),’ which, so far as we are aware, 
had not been heard in London since its per- 
formance at the Wagner concerts fourteen 
years ago. As in all the Weimar master’s 
important works, we find genius and extra- 
vagance most unfortunately mingled, though 
in the present instance the former prevails 
to a larger extent than usual. We cannot 
follow Liszt through his somewhat childish 
rhapsodizing concerning Tasso at Venice, 
Ferrara, and Rome, but musically speaking 
a great deal of invention and instinct for 
effect is exhibited in the treatment of the 
Gondolier theme on which the ‘ Tasso’ sym- 
phonic poem is principally based. On the 
whole, the work may be regarded as that of 
a remarkable musical thinker, although it 
lacks the dignity which alone could give it 
a place among the classics of the art. ‘‘ Sieg- 
frieds Tod” and the ‘ Walkiirenritt’’ con- 
cluded the concert. Weare glad to note that 
Mr. Henschel is sufficiently satisfied with the 
support he has received to announce a third 
series of concerts. The difficulties in the 
way of an enterprise of this kind are great, 
the public interest in purely orchestral 
music being lamentably slight. During the 
past season Beethovenand Wagner have been 
the composers most largely drawn upon, not- 
withstanding Mr. Henschel’s avowed desire 
to trench as little as possible on the Richter 
repertory. Under the circumstances much 
credit is due to him for the general interest 
and variety of his programmes. 








Musical Gossiy, 


TuHE principal, though not the only enjoyable 
feature in last Saturday’s Popular Concert was 
the rendering of Schumann’s ‘ Etudes Sympho- 
niques’ by his widow. This was one of the purest 
pieces of pianoforte playing to which we have 
listened for a very long time. While the exe- 
cution was absolutely without flaw, every phrase 
was brought out with marvellous clearness and 
perfect expression. Probably the great artist 
felt that she was doing herself justice, for 
instead of omitting some of the variations and 
the reprise of the trio, as she has done on former 
occasions, she played the entire work, with the 
exception of the Sixth Variation in E major. 
Schubert’s great Quintet in c, Op. 163, was 
also magnificently rendered under the leader- 
ship of Madame Néruda; and Miss Bertha 
Moore proved herself worthy of her associates 
by singing with charming finish songs by 
Sullivan and Kjerulf. 


MapaME ScHUMANN again appeared on Mon- 
day, her share in the programme being, however, 
confined to three of Scarlatti’s sonatas and the 
pianoforte part of Schumann’s ‘Phantasiestiicke’ 
in A minor, Op. 88. The other instrumental 
works were Mozart’s Quintet in G minor and 
Haydn’s Quartet in c, Op. 64, No. 4. Mr. 
Henschel created extraordinary enthusiasm by 
his masterly rendering of Loewe’s ‘ Erlkénig’ 
and Schumann’s ‘ Die Beiden Grenadiere.’ The 
former is a beautiful and original song, and 
sufficiently opposed in style to Schubert's set- 
ting to prevent unfavourable comparisons, 


Tue Shinner Quartet of ladies, consisting of 
Miss Emily Shinner, Miss Lucy Riley, Miss 
Cecilia Gates, and Miss Florence Hemmings, 
appeared at Mr. Charles Wade’s third concert 
at the Princes’ Hall on Tuesday evening, and 
rendered Mendelssohn’s Quartet in E minor, 
Op. 44, and Haydn’s in p, Op. 64, No. 5, in a 
creditable manner. Herr Schénberger made 





his first appearance this season at the same con- 
cert. 


We are glad to hear that a hearty response 
has been made to the proposal to found a 
scholarship at the Royal Academy of Music in 
memory of the late Sir George Macfarren, the 
amount already promised being nearly 1,2501. 
It is desired, however, to raise a fund sufficient 
to provide not only for the musical education 
but for the maintenance of the scholar, and for 
this purpose at least 2,000/. will be required. 
Influential sub-committees have been formed in 
several of our chief provincial centres, and sub- 
scriptions in aid of the fund will be received by 
the honorary treasurer, Mr. Alfred H. Littleton, 
1, Berners Street, or the honorary secretaries, Mr, 
C. E. Stephens, 37, Howley Place, W., and Mr. 
J. Percy Baker, Willersley House, Wellington 
Road, Old Charlton, Kent. 


THe Wagner Society (London Branch) an- 
nounces a conversazione to be held in June, 
at which the final scenes from ‘ Das Rheingold’ 
and ‘ Gétterdimmerung’ will be sung; and a 
grand concert in the autumn with an orchestra 
of 120 performers and eminent vocalists. 

‘Tae Druips’ CHorvus,” a new work for 
male voices by Dr. Joseph Parry, author of 
‘Emmanuel,’ will shortly be produced in Wales. 
The libretto is by Mr. Kinnersley Lewis, who 
is the author of several poems on Welsh national 
subjects. The work is intended to represent 
the attack of Suetonius Paulinus on the Druids 
of Mona, who are surprised at their devotions 
in the temple of Keridwen, the Minerva of 
Welsh poets. 

A FarRty good performance of Mr. Alfred 
Cellier’s ‘Gray’s Elegy’ was given by the 
‘Dorothy’ company at the Princes’ Hall on 
Wednesday afternoon. Mendelssohn’s ‘ Hear 
my Prayer,’ the solo part of which was nicely 
sung by Miss Marie Tempest, and a new ballet 
suite by Messrs. Leslie and Caryll were included 
in the programme. 

Tue fifth of the series of Novello’s Oratorio 
Concerts is announced for Tuesday next, when 
Dr. Mackenzie’s dramatic oratorio ‘ The Rose of 
Sharon’ will be performed. The soloists will 
be Madame Nordica, Miss Hope Glenn, Mr. 
Lloyd, Mr. Musgrove Tufnail, and Mr. Santley. 

At Mr. Halle’s last concert for the present 
season, which was given at the Free Trade Hall, 
Manchester, on Thursday evening, the pro- 
gramme included Haydn’s Symphony in F flat, 
No. 45; the overtures to ‘Die Zauberflite’ 
and ‘ Meeresstille’; and Beethoven’s Triple Con- 
certo, Op. 56, played by Mr. Halle, Madame 
Norman-Néruda, and Signor Piatti. 

Tue Trustees of the National Conservatory of 
Music in New York have petitioned Congress 
for an appropriation of $200,000 in aid of the 
institution. Some interest is felt in the result 
of the application, as any subsidy for purposes 
of art has been traditionally held contrary to the 
Constitution. 

M. Bensamin Goparp’s opera ‘ Jocelyn’ was 
produced at the ThéAtre de la Monnaie, Brussels, 
on the 25th ult. with success. 


Ar the Munich Theatre the rehearsals of 
Wagner’s early opera ‘Die Feen’ have already 
commenced. 

In our notice of the Westminster Orchestral 
Society last week Mr. Hattersley’s Leeds Festi- 
val Overture was inadvertently attributed to Mr. 
Macpherson. 

Miss Hersert, who has recently translated 
Schumann’s ‘ Jugendbriefe,’ is now engaged on 
the second series of letters, the German editor, 
Dr. Jansen, having placed his notes and correc- 
tions at her disposal. 

We have received the first number of The 
Meister, the journal of the Wagner Society, 
which is to appear quarterly, under the editor- 
ship of Mr. W. Ashton Ellis. The contents of 
the first number are on the whole excellent, 
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among the most noteworthy articles being that 
on ‘The Art Work of the Future,’ which gives 
a translation of Wagner’s letter to Berlioz, 
written at Paris in February, 1860, in which the 
writer explains to his brother composer the origin 
of the nickname “ Music of the Future,’ and 
shows his real objects and views ; an article on 
Richard Wagner and the ‘ Bayreuther Blitter,’ 
translated from the German of C. F. Glasenapp, 
the first of a series of papers by Mr. J. S. Shed- 
lock on ‘Wagner as Described by Himself’ ; 
and the first part of an article by Mr. C. 
Dowdeswell on Schopenhauer’s ‘Die Welt als 
Wille und Vorstellung.’ All these articles are 
excellent ; but why is the journal disfigured by 
the affectation of German titles? ‘The Master’ 
would surely have been a more appropriate name 
than the hybrid ‘ The Meister ’—why not ‘ Der 
Meister’? Further, the first two articles are 
headed respectively ‘Gruss’ and ‘ Fanget an !’ 
If the journal is intended for the German resi- 
dents in London, well and good, then it should 
have been published in German; but if it is 
designed for English musicians surely our own 
language is good enough. 

Tue statement in a daily paper that German 
opera in New York is to be discontinued on 
account of losses is a pure invention. The 
stockholders of the Metropolitan Opera-house 
have decided, with only two dissentients, to con- 
tinue the enterprise, and, as Wagner’s works 
are so attractive to the American public, ‘Das 
Rheingold’ will be mounted next season, thus 
rendering possible entire representations of ‘ Der 
Ring des Nibelungen.’

Royatty. — Performances of M. Coquelin: ‘Le Député 
de Bombignac,’ Comédie en Trois Actes. Par Alexandre 
Bisson.—‘ Chamillac,’ Comédie en Cinq Actes. Par Octave 
Feuillet.

HAYMARKET.—Morning Performance: Miscellaneous En- 
tertainment. 


THE two novelties in which M. Coquelin 
has appeared at the Royalty belong to the 
modern répertoire of the Comédie Francaise. 
Under the management of M. Perrin 
the Théitre Francais sank far below 
the position it previously held in pub- 
lic estimation, and was conducted as a 
not too successful commercial speculation 
rather than as a species of academy of art. 
In presence of diminishing receipts and 
sinking prestige the members called for 
novelty. This came in the shape of a piece 
by M. Bisson, the proper home of which 
was the Palais Royal. ‘Le Député de 
Bombignac’ is, in fact, but a species of 
travesty of ‘Le Mari a la Campagne,’ and 
is familiar to Londoners through an Eng- 
lish version entitled ‘ The Candidate,’ played 
at the Criterion. 

M. Coquelin plays the dissipated young 
count, and supplies a bright performance. 
The comic embarrassments of the man who 
has to explain his falsehood to the cause 
he has always supported, and to face the 
wrath of his mother-in-law and the astonish- 
ment of his friends, are easily within M. 
Coquelin’s reach. No special phaso of the 








actor’s talent is exhibited, but the whole 
is genuine comedy. M. Jean Coquelin is 
not yet up to the part of Pinteau, with which, 
however, he took much pains. The general 
performance was much above the level pre- 
viously attained by the company, and left, 
indeed, little to be desired. 

‘Chamillac,’ which was played at the 
Comédie Frangaise in the month of April, 
1886, or two years later than ‘ Le Député de 
Bombignac,’ is not worthy of M. Feuillet. 
Its opening action is slow, the relations of 
the characters are improbable, and the dia- 
logue is unequal. So healthy and cleanly, 
however, is it in tone, and so stimulating 
in interest, a feeling of extreme contentment 
is aroused in those whom the constant suc- 
cession of stories of adulterous intrigue has 
wearied or repelled. Chamillac, the hero, 
is a man who has in early years and in a 
moment of supreme temptation been guilty 
of acrime. His subsequent life has been 
passed in attempted atonement. When, 
however, all seems forgotten the spectre of 
his dead past rises, and he is compelled to 
undergo one fierce ordeal, from which he 
comes purified and free. That this last 
struggle is connected with love needs scarcely 
be said. Sufficiently improbable to raise a 
feeling approaching discontent are the con- 
ditions under which his release is effected. 
The characters, one and all, are, however, 
agreeable, and there is no villain. Chamillac 
wins our regard, and the heroine is enchant- 
ing. In this piece M. Coquelin has to play 
a serious character, which can scarcely be 
said to belong to comedy, except it be the 
sentimental comedy of a generation ago. 
Such a part is within M. Coquelin’s reach, 
and he is even at home in it. Portions of 
the performance were excellent, and elicited 
the warmest proofs of approval. His talents 
are, however, wasted upon a character of 
this description, which would have suited 
Lafont. Madame Lemercier played with 
much brightness and some genuine power 
as the heroine, and Madame Stuart made a 
favourable début in the character originally 
assigned Madame Samary. The represen- 
tation generally was good, but M. Jean 
Coquelin was unsuited to the youthful réle 
he assumed. 

In the new comedy of Mr. and Mrs. Meri- 
vale, produced on Wednesday evening at 
Toole’s Theatre, University proceedings are 
whimsically parodied. A world in which 
married undergraduatesreceive intheirrooms 
their wives dressed as students, and allow 
them to assist at a college ‘‘ wine,’’ and in 
which deans of chapel are locked up for con- 
tempt of court, is not intended to be taken 
very seriously. If extravagant, however, 
the proceedingsare amusing, and the authors 
are to be congratulated upon finding for Mr. 
Toole an entirely new character and giving 
his drolleries a new setting. Mr. Toole has 
never shown more genuine comedy than as 
Mr. Milleken, M.A., the college don, and his 
distresses and perplexities have never been 
more amusing. Messrs. Billington, E. W. 
Gardiner, and Boucicault, and Misses Kate 
Phillips, M. Linden, Vanbrugh, and Thorne 
played zealously, and the trifle was a success. 

In a miscellaneous entertainment, given 
for a charitable purpose, at the Haymarket 
on Wednesday, Mr. Arthur Cecil gave a 
capital representation of the hero of a bright 
version, by Mr. Godfrey, of Mrs. Hugh 








Bell’s ‘ L’Indécis,’ a character of which M. 
Coquelin was the original. Miss Florence 
Wood made a successful début asthe heroine. 
In a representation of the third act of 
‘Othello’ Mr. Terriss was a manly, but 
rather too violent Othello; Mrs. Beerbohm 
Tree a gentle and saccharine Desdemona; 
Mr. Lawrence Cautley, Cassio; and Miss 
Carlotta Addison, Emilia. Mr. Tree’s Iago 
is finely conceived, and the chief defect is 
over-elaboration of detail. In a scene from 
‘Money’ Mrs. Bancroft gave her inimitable 
representation of Lady Franklin, and the 
Hon. Alexander Yorke was an excellent 
Graves. The whole concluded with ‘The 
Critic,’ in which Mr. C. Wyndham was 
Puff and Miss E. Farren Tilburina, the other 
characters, down tothe smallest, being taken 
by actors of high position. 








THE STRATFORD DOCUMENTS. 

Hollingbury Copse, Brighton, March 6, 1888. 
THE recently announced “discovery” of 
thousands of ancient documents in an unknown 
room at Stratford-on-Avon recalls to memory 
the old story of the young gentleman who found 
a watch before it was lost. Although the little 
apartment in which they are deposited is very 
rarely opened, it has been for generations the 
receptacle of the overseers’ archives, and having 
made a minute examination of the latter many 
years ago, I fear I must disappoint expectations, 
one of which has culminated in the hope of their 
including an autographic copy of ‘ Hamlet,’ by 
assuring you that there is not a single paper in 
the collection which alludes in any way to the 
national poet. I should not, however, have 
troubled you with this exposure of a little 
ephemeral extravagance if it did not give me an 
opportunity of earnestly entreating the people 
of Stratford, a town in which numbers of attic 
corners have been closed up for generations, to 
consider the possibility of further record dis- 
coveries. That there exists any room in the 
locality, haunted or otherwise, which now re- 
mains concealed is altogether incredible; but 
still it is just possible that documents of priceless 
value may be hidden behind a modern plaster. 
And this may be the case, although one of my 
best hopes in this direction expired long ago, at 
the demolition of the house that had belonged 
to the poet’s relative and intimate companion, 
Thomas Greene. The exterior had been modern- 
ized, but portions of several of the gables had 
been long blocked up, and there it was natural 
to conjecture something of value might have 
turned up. The offer, however, of liberal re- 
wards to the workmen failed in eliciting any- 

thing of the slightest importance.

Bramatic Gossiy. 

‘Sweet LAVENDER,’ a domestic drama, by 
Mr. A. W. Pinero, will be produced by Mr. 
Terry on March 21st. The cast will include 
Misses Norreys, Millett, and Carlotta Addison ; 
Messrs. Terry, Alfred Bishop, and Brandon 
Thomas. 

Tue Novelty Theatre will reopen on the 
31st inst., under the management of Mr. George 
Giddens and Mr. T. G. Warren, with ‘ Nita’s 
First,’ a farcical comedy by Mr. Warren, origin- 
ally played at that theatre. Other works of a 
similar description are said to be in preparation. 

APPLICATION for an injunction against the 
performance of the adaptation of ‘ Little Lord 
Fauntleroy’ by Mr. Seebohm is said to be pur- 
posed by Mrs. Burnett. What the law is with 
regard to the dramatization of a novel seems to 
be yet in doubt. We shall be glad to learn 
that it is on Mrs. Burnett’s side. 

‘Tue Power or Love,’ an adaptation by Miss 
Lindley of Mrs. Panton’s novel ‘A Tangled 
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Chain,’ was produced on Tuesday afternoon at 
the Prince’ of Wales’s Theatre. It is a crude 
piece, is gloomy rather than dramatic, and very 
unequal as regards dialogue. The adapter looked 

well as Mrs. Verney, Miss Annie Rose realized 
fairly the character of Lizette Standen, and Miss 
Maud Millett was acceptable in a secondary 
réle. The piece generally was indifferently 
played. 

‘La Granpe Maryikre,’ which supplied the 
English stage with ‘ Enemies,’ roduced by Mrs. 
Langtry at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, has 
been adapted by M. Ohnet for the Gymnase. 


Mr. Bucuanan’s adaptation of ‘Joseph An- 
drews’ was given on Thursday afternoon at the 
Vaudeville with so much success it was the 
following day transferred to the regular bills. 


Heinrich von Kteist’s tragedy of ‘Die 
Familie Schroffenstein’ has been produced at 
the Diisseldorf Stadttheater. The third act has 
always been considered a masterpiece, but the 
fourth and fifth acts have been deemed wanting 
in dramatic force and truth. These fourth and 
fifth acts have been remodelled by Herr Gottfried 
Stommel, of Diisseldorf, and his work is highly 
praised by the dramatie critios' of Berlin and of 
Diisseldorf. It is maintained that HerrStommel’s 
alterations will restore the tragedy to the position 
of one of those plays which hold a permanent 
place on the stage of the Fatherland. 


A COMPLETE performance of Goethe's ‘ Faust’ 
will, for the first time, take place next April at 
Munich, where the “ Prolog im Himmel” and 
the ‘ Walpurgisnacht ” have hitherto been 
omitted.

“ A delightful book; indeed, we are not afraid to 
use a word which is, as a term of literary criticism, 
essentially a schoolgirl’s word, and to call it a 
delicious book. Of course the schoolgirls always 
misapply the word most absurdly, but it is possible 
to apply it otherwise. When we call anything 
delicious we mean that it produces sensations ana- 
logous to those produced on the palate by the 
delicate or piquant flavour of aliments agreeable to 
it, and these are just the sensations that fall to the 
lot of the reader of these essays, They have many 
admirable qualities, but admirable qualities do not 
necessarily make us care for a book ; and this book 
possesses a quality which is not only admirable, but 
fascinating—the quality which has been appro- 
priately called gusto, 


“The reader who wishes to enjoy this quality to 
the full must be counselled not to begin the book 
at the beginning. The proper place to open upon 
is page 83, on which will be found the first sentences 
of the essay entitled ‘ My Copy of Keats’; and when 
that exquisite paper has been read and read again, 
the reader must pass on to the papers which 
immediately follow, those on the ‘ Decay of the 
Sublime,’ ‘A Borrowed Poet,’ and ‘The English 
Opium-Eater.’ He may then read anywhere he 
pleases, for he will have made the acquaintance of 
the writer, and will understand his way of feeling 
things and looking at them. Wedo not think he 
will ever care for the other essays quite as much as 
for the four we have named, but he will care for 
them more than if he had read them first. Even 
now that we have perused the book from cover to 
cover, we cannot say that we feel much drawn to 
the essay entitled ‘ The Only Real Ghost in Fiction,’ 
which seems to us rather forced and fantastic; 
but there are one or two really fine passages in the 
essay on ‘ The Best Two Books,’ and ‘ Lies of Fable 
and Allegory ’ is a fine piece of fooling with a solid 
substratum of shrewd good sense lying beneath it. 
The writer has few things that are better than the 
passage on Spenser’s ‘Faery Queene,’ though per- 
haps it will excite less attention than the astound- 
ing criticism of ‘The Pilgrim’s Progress,’ which, 
however, has at any rate the merit of freshness. 

‘*The gems of the book are the essays on Keats 
and De Quincey, and the first of them is one of the 
most charming papers on a literary subject which 
we have ever read—charming not only because it 
is inspired by enthusiasm, but because the en- 
thusiasm is so manifest that it becomes infectious 
and stirs the reader with a sympathetic thrill. 
Seldom has anything better of its kind ever been 
written than the description of the two friends 
reading ‘Hyperion’ together, with interjected 
criticism of the lines they loved; while another 
description in the second essay of the writer’s 
solitary reading of the London chapters in the 
‘Confessions of an English Opium-Eater’ is almost 
equally fine. But, indeed, the book is good 
throughout. Essays, especially essays on literary 
subjects, provide the pleasantest of reading, but 
we know of few essays that are pleasanter than 
those contained in this little volume.”
